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ABSTRACT 

This  document  is  a  profile  report  on  higher  education 
for  the  nation,  each  of  the  50  states,  and  the  District  of  Columbia 
for  the  fiscal  year  1987.  The  report  presents  various  statistics  and 
indicators  used  to  address  a  myriad  of  questions  relating  to  state 
involvement,  support,  and  performance  in  higher  education.  It  indexes 
each  state  statistic  to  a  national  average  and  ranks  states  on 
selected  statistics.  Chapter  1  presents  national  data  in  18  tables 
covering  number  and  size  of  institutions,  full-  and  part-time 
distribution,  enrollment,  revenues,  total  education  and  general  (E&G) 
expenditures,  scholarship  and  fellowship  expenditures,  salaries,  and 
distribution  of  degrees.  Chapter  2  contains  state  ranking  tables  on 
enrollment,  salaries,  revenues,  endowment  income,  various  types  of 
expenditures.  Pell  Grants,  research  expenditures,  library 
expenditures,  and  appropriations.  Chapter  3  presents  profiles  of  each 
of  the  50  states  and  the  District  of  Columbia  covering  enrollment, 
full-time  faculty,  revenues,  expenditures,  financial  aid,  degrees  and 
other  formal  awards  conferred.  In  addition,  the  chapter  presents  one 
table  that  places  institutions  into  the  context  of  all  postsecondary 
institutions  in  the  50  states  and  the  District  of  Columbia.  Three 
appendixes  contain  a  glossary,  a  listing  of  institutions  by  state, 
and  technical  notes  on  response  rates.  (JB) 
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Foreword 


State  Higher  Education  Profiles:  Third  Edition  is  the  National  Center  for  Edu- 
cation Statistics*  annual  profile  report  on  higher  education  for  the  nation,  each 
of  the  50  states,  and  the  District  of  Columbia.  It  presents  various  statistics  and 
indicators  that  can  be  used  to  address  a  myriad  of  questions  relating  to  state  in- 
volvement, support,  and  performance  in  higher  education.  Like  its  predecesors 
(SHEP:  1985  and  SHEP:  1988),  SHEP:  Third  Edition  indexes  each  state  statistic 
to  a  national  average  and  ranks  states  on  selected  statistics. 

This  report  continues  to  rely  almost  entirely  on  data  collected  by  the  Center 
first  through  its  Higher  Education  General  Information  Survey  (HEGIS)  and,  in 
this  edition,  through  its  Integrated  Postsecondary  Education  Data  System  (IPEDS). 
While  it  is  generally  limited  to  data  for  only  one  fiscal  year,  comparable  data 
from  previous  editions  of  SHEP  have  been  referenced  in  the  introductory  text 
to  provide  a  context  for  the  current  data. 

As  the  National  Center  for  Education  Statistics  continues  to  broaden  its  per- 
spective on  postsecondary  education  through  individual-based  survey  systems  and 
with  the  evolution  of  the  HEGIS  into  the  Integrated  Postsecondary  Education  Data 
System  (IPEDS)  in  1987,  the  Center  has  begun  the  gradual  process  of  expanding 


the  scope  of  SHEP  in  both  its  coverage  of  institutions  and  its  statistical  content. 
Changes  have  been  incorporated  in  this  edition  of  the  SHEP  after  consulting  ex- 
tensively with  a  working  group  of  state  higher  education  finance  officers. 

In  recognition  of  the  responsibility  of  presenting  individual  state  data  and 
state  ranking  tables,  the  introduction  suggests  several  general  cautions  in  the  use 
of  the  data  for  comparative  purposes  and  specific  caveats  are  presented  for  each 
state's  data  as  necessary.  Users  should  be  aware  of  these  cautions  in  interpreting 
the  data.  These  caveats  notwithstanding,  we  feel  sure  that  anyone  with  an  in- 
terest in  higher  education  will  find  this  volume  informative  and  useful. 

It  is  anticipated  that  future  editions  of  the  State  Higher  Education  Profiles 
will  have  even  greater  value  for  the  postsecondary  education  community,  and 
with  that  in  mind,  we  welcome  suggestions  for  improving  the  format  or  analysis.

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Introduction 


Using  the  Data 

The  third  edition  of  the  State  Higher  Education  Profiles  (SHEP:  Third  Edi- 
tion) is  the  first  of  this  series  to  make  use  of  data  from  the  Integrated  Postsecon- 
dary  Education  Data  System  (IPEDS).  Previous  editions  of  SHEP  (1985  and  1988) 
and  its  predecessor,  Higher  Education  Financing  in  the  Fifty  States,  have  uti- 
lized data  from  the  Higher  Education  General  Information  System  (HEGIS),  which 
IPEDS  supersedes.  HEGIS  collected  data  from  the  universe  of  institutions  with 
accreditation  at  the  college  level  recognized  by  the  U.S.  Secretary  of  Education. 
These  institutions  are  generally  recognized  as  higher  education  institutions. 

IPEDS,  on  the  other  hand,  collects  cfcta  from  the  universe  of  postsecondary 
institutions  in  the  United  States  and  therefore  encompasses  all  institutions  whose 
primary  mission  is  to  provide  postsecondary  education,  regardless  of  accredita- 
tion. That  is,  IPEDS  provides  data  on  all  schools  that  provide  programs  designed 
for  individuals  who  have  completed  a  high  school  diploma  or  its  equivalent.  Higher 
education  institutions  are  a  distinguishable  subset  of  the  IPEDS  institutional 
universe. 

As  with  previous  editions  of  the  SHEP,  the  primary  focus  of  this  edition  is 
on  the  higher  education  institutions  in  IPEDS,  rather  than  on  a  more  extensive 
postsecondary  institutional  universe.  This  focus  was  maintained  for  several  rea- 
sons. First,  there  was  a  strong  interest  in  the  postsecondary  education  commu- 
nity, especially  among  state  agencies,  to  maintain  a  consistent  universe  in  the 
SHEP  reporting  series.  Secondly,  as  diverse  as  state  organization  and  control 
are  for  higher  education  institutions,  they  are  even  more  diverse  regarding  non- 
higher  education  institutions.  As  a  result,  state  by  state  presentations  of  data  for 
all  postsecondary  education  may  not  be  meaningful  or  relevant.  Third,  1986-87, 
the  academic  year  of  concern  for  the  third  edition  of  SHEP,  was  the  first  full 
year  of  reporting  for  institutions  that  had  not  been  previously  included  in 
HEGIS.  Because  of  their  newness,  the  quality  and  completeness  (both  survey 
response  rates  and  item  response  rates)  of  1986-87  IPEDS  data  from  non-higher 
education  institutions  did  not  fully  meet  NCES  standards.  Finally,  institutions 
in  two  of  the  nine  IPEDS  institutional  sectors  are  surveyed,  for  all  but  the  In- 
stitutional Characteristics  Survey*  on  a  sample  basis  rather  than  as  a  census  of 
institutions.  Since  the  sample  of  thes*?  two  sectors  of  institutions  is  designed  to 
provide  national  estimates  not  state-level  estimates,  presenting  state  by  state  data 
is  not  possible. 

The  SHEP:  Third  Edition  continues  to  offer  a  comprehensive  look  at  higher 
education  in  me  United  States.  It  contains  13  basic  tables  for  each  state,  the  Dis- 
trict of  Columbia  and  the  nation  covering  higher  education  enrollment,  full-time 
faculty,  revenues,  expenditures,  financial  aid,  and  degrees  and  other  formal  awards 


conferred.  In  addition,  for  each  state,  the  District  of  Columbia  and  the  nation, 
SHEP:  Third  Edition  contains  one  table  (table  1)  that  places  SHEFs  higher  edu- 
cation institutions  into  the  context  of  all  postsecondary  institutions  in  the  50  states 
and  the  District  of  Columbia.  This  one  postsecondary  universe  table  is  possible 
on  a  state  by  state  basis  because  the  IPEDS  Institutional  Characteristics  Survey 
is  sent  to  all  known  postsecondary  institutions  in  the  country. 

Some  of  the  basic  state  tables  are  comprised  of  statistical  indicators  such  as 
instructional  expenditures  per  full-time  equivalent  student  and  research  expendi- 
tures per  full-time  faculty  member.  These  indicators  depict  the  status  of  higher 
education  in  a  particular  institutional  sector  by  adjusting  for  thettze  of  a  sector 
and  alternately  defining  size  as  the  number  of  full-time  equivalent  (FTE)  students 
or  the  number  of  full-time  faculty.  Several  indicators  also  adjust  for  the  size  of 
the  population  served,  defined  as  the  number  of  individuals  18  years  of  age  or 
older.  The  indicators  are  provided  to  help  educators  gauge  higher  education  from 
several  perspectives. 

While  the  indicators  adjust  for  the  size  of  a  sector,  many  other  generic  fac- 
tors are  not  considered  in  the  analysis.  These  include  geographic  price  differ- 
ences, economies  of  scale,  the  mix  of  academic  programs  in  a  state,  the  relative 
distribution  of  public  and  private  nonprofit  institutions  in  the  state ,  the  state's  popu- 
lation, and  the  wealth  of  the  state-however  defined.  Since  these  factors  may  ac- 
count for  many  of  the  observed  differences  among  states,  comparisons  among 
states  and  even  sectors  within  a  state  should  be  approached  tenuously  at  best, 
particularly  comparisons  of  the  revenues  and  expenditures  (finance)  data. 

Additionally,  while  the  IPEDS  Finance  Survey  collects  some  data  on  states' 
accounting  practices  and  funding  principles  (such  as  the  state's  treatment  of  capi- 
tal expenditures,  retirement  system  payments,  and  student  financial  aid),  these 
data  have  not  been  used  as  explanatory  or  adjustment  factors  in  this  edition  of 
SHEP, 

In  all  basic  state  tables,  each  state-level  statistic  is  accompanied  by  an  index. 
The  index  in  the  third  edition  of  SHEP  is  the  same  as  that  used  in  SHEP:  1988. 
It  is  the  percentage  difference  between  the  state  statistic  and  the  national  average 
for  the  statistic.  It  was  calculated  by  taking  the  ratio  of  the  difference  between 
the  state  statistic  and  the  national  average  to  the  national  average  and  multiplying 
the  resulting  value  by  100.  Thus,  when  a  state  statistic  is  equal  to  the  national 
average,  the  index  has  a  value  of  zero.  If  a  state  statistic  differs  from  the  national 
average  by  10  percent,  the  index  has  a  value  of  ( + )  or  (-)  10,  depending  on  whether 
the  state  statistic  was  higher  or  lower  than  the  national  average.  This  index  has 
a  lower  bound  of  -100  and  an  unlimited  upper  bound.  These  indexes  put  each 
state's  report  into  a  common  context  and  provide  a  metric  on  which  states  can 
be  ordered.  State  ranking  tables  present  such  an  ordering  by  selected  statistics. 

In  the  state  ranking  tables,  states  for  which  a  particular  statistic  was  not  rele- 
vant have  an  index  of  -100  for  that  statistic  and  are  listed  alphabetically  at  the 
bottom  of  the  table.  Appendix  C,  table  CM,  indicates  those  states  that  had  no 
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institutions  in  a  particular  institutional  sector.  It  should  also  be  noted  that  in  the 
state  ranking  tables,  states  with  equal  indexes  were  assigned  the  same  rank.  Be- 
cause indexes  were  rounded  to  the  nearest  whole  number,  states  with  different 
tanks  but  obstensibly  equal  indexes  are  an  artifact  of  the  rounding  convention  used. 

In  the  basic  state  tables,  table  1  indicates  the  number  and  average  size  of 
schools  (in  total  headcount)  that  comprise  the  higher  education  and  other  post- 
secondary  institutional  universes.  For  FY  1986-87  it  showed,  for  example,  that 
higher  education  institutions  enrolled  86.6  percent  of  all  students  (both  full-  and 
part-time)  in  postsecondary  education  in  the  fall  of  1986. 

Tables  2  and  3  describe  enrollment  in  higher  education  institutions  from  two 
different  perspectives:  the  distribution  of  full-time  equivalent  (FTE)  students,  by 
control  and  level  of  institution;  and  the  distribution  of  students  by  level  within 
institutions  of  a  given  control  and  level. 

Table  4  presents  estimates  of  the  average  salary  of  full-time  faculty,  by  rank 
of  faculty  and  length  of  contract  as  well  as  the  number  of  full-time  faculty  that 
were  used  in  computing  the  average. 

Tables  5  and  6  are  concerned  with  education  and  general  (E&G)  revenues. 
Table  5  presents  the  percentage  distribution  of  E&G  revenues  by  source*  as  well 
as  the  percenUiges  of  total  E&G  revenues  that  are  restricted.  Table  6  presents 
indicators  that  are  selected  E&G  revenues  adjusted  for  the  number  of  FTE  stu- 
dents and/or  the  size  of  ihe  population  served. 

Tables  7  and  8  display  how  institutions  spend  their  money  in  terms  of  the 
percentage  of  total  E&G  expenditures  allocated  to  various  functions  and  the  lev- 
el of  expenditures  per  FTE  student  for  each  of  the  various  functions. 

The  data  in  tables  9  and  10  were  collected  for  the  first  time  through  the  1987 
IPEDS  Finance  Survey.  The  first  part  of  table  9  presents  scholarship  and  fellow- 
ship expenditures  per  FTE-student  by  the  source  of  the  funds  for  the  expendi- 
tures. The  second  part  of  the  table  presents  selected  functional  expenditures  per 
full-time  faculty.  Table  10  indicates  the  labor-intensivcness  of  each  higher  edu- 
cation institutional  function  by  presenting  salaries  as  a  percentage  of  expendi- 
tures for  total  E&G  expenditures  and  separately  for  each  function.  Table  10  also 
displays  fringe  benefits  as  a  percentage  of  total  compensation  aggregated  over 
all  employees. 

Tables  11-13  present  the  distribution  of  degrees  and  other  formal  awards  con- 
ferred by  level  of  award  and  by  the  program  area  in  which  the  degrees  were  con- 
ferred. This  includes  a  disaggregation  of  less-than-4-year  awards  into  associate 
degrees  and  all  other  less-than-4-year  awards. 

Prior  to  the  finalization  of  the  data  in  SHEP,  each  state  higher  education 
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finance  officer  was  asked  to  review  his  or  her  state's  data  to  provide  comments 
that  would  explain  any  anomalies  in  them  or  that  would  make  the  state's  data  even 
less  comparable  to  data  from  other  states.  Furthermore,  fortius  first  year  of  IPEDS 
data,  these  individuals  were  asked  to  review  the  data  for  accuracy  and  reasona- 
bleness. Except  for  editorial  changes,  comments  explaining  anomalies  appear  as 
received  by  NCES  in  the  notes  preceding  presentation  of  the  state  s  data.  They 
should  be  read  carefully. 

In  all  cases  where  comments  concerning  the  accuracy  and  reasonableness 
of  the  state's  data  were  received  the  events  that  went  into  processing  the  problem- 
atic data  were  thoroughly  examined  to  determine  the  source  of  the  problem.  If 
the  source  of  the  problem  was  in  the  processing  or  tabulation  rather  than  in  the 
reporting,  adjustments  were  made  to  resolve  the  problem  and  the  data  were  sub- 
sequently re-analyzed. 

Special  Considerations  in  Using  the  Data 

In  examining  the  data  for  each  state,  the  reader  is  urged  to  consider  all  of 
a  state  s  data  and  not  just  focus  on  one  or  another  specific  measure.  The  reader 
is  also  cautioned  not  to  form  conclusions  simply  from  the  state's  rank  in  a  given 
table  without  checking  to  see  if  there  are  state  data  or  explanstoiy  notes  preced- 
ing the  presentation  of  the  state's  data  which  may  furnish  an  added  dimension 
to  the  interpretation  of  its  rank.  For  example,  in  some  states  (e.g.,  Massachusetts, 
New  Jersey)  there  is  only  one  public  doctoral  institution  with  a  medical  school 
and  it  is  a  freestanding  institution.  That  is,  there  are  no  undergraduate  students 
and  most  full-time  faculty  are  clinical  faculty  that  are  not  reported  on  the  IPEDS 
Salary  Survey.  For  this  institutional  sector,  these  states  will  have  extreme  per 
FTE  student  and  per  full-time  faculty  revenue  and  expenditure  values  and  indexes. 

The  reader  should  also  pay  special  attention  to  the  definitions  of  specific  terms 
used  in  this  report  to  fully  understand  the  data.  They  appear  in  the  Glossary  of 
Terms,  appendix  A. 

Finally,  it  should  be  noted  that  the  statistics  on  higher  education  in  this  report 
are,  for  the  most  part,  input  measures  rrher  than  measures  of  the  outcomes  of 
higher  education.  They  represent  the  results  of  much  planning,  numerous  deliber- 
ations on  providing  services  in  light  of  competing  demands  for  limited  resources, 
and  vastly  different  perspectives  on  the  objectives  of  higher  education  and  the 
needs  of  students.  All  these  factors  must  be  considered  when  interpreting  the  data 
in  the  report. 
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The  Data  And  The  Approach  To  The  Analysis 

This  report  describes  higher  education  in  the  1987  fiscal  year  (July  I, 
1986-June  30,  1987).  Although  1987  is  the  most  recen*  year  for  which  national, 
fully  edited  data  on  all  aspects  of  higher  education  are  available,  it  is  three  years 
old  as  of  this  writing  and  should  be  viewed  in  that  context*  The  data  in  this  report 
are  based  almost  entirely  on  information  reported  to  the  National  Center  for  Edu- 
cation Statistics  through  its  Integrated  Postsecondary  Education  Data  System 
(IPEDS).  There  are  two  exceptions  to  this:  the  appropriation  data  in  state  rank- 
ing table  Y;  and  the  population  statistics  used  to  develop  indicators  adjusted  for 
the  size  of  the  population  served.  The  source  and  reliability  of  these  data  are 
presented  in  the  Technical  Notes,  appendix  C. 

IPEDS  collects  data  on  institutional  characteristics,  enrollment,  finance,  staff, 
full-time  faculty,  institutional  activity,  and  completions  for  the  universe  of  insti- 
tutions with  accreditation  at  the  college  level  recognized  by  the  Secretary  of  Edu- 
cation, that  is,  higher  education  insti  utions.  While  this  set  of  institutions  may 
change  from  one  fiscal  year  to  the  next,  it  is  consistent  within  the  same  fiscal 
year.  For  the  national  data  in  table  1 ,  as  noted  previously,  the  institutional  universe 
is  all  institutions  in  the  SO  States  and  the  District  of  Columbia  whose  primary 
purpose  is  the  provision  of  postsecondary  education  except  for  U.S.  service  schools 
(e.g.  West  Point).  This  includes  all  higher  education  institutions  as  well  as  all 
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other  postsecondary  institutions.  For  all  other  tables  in  this  report,  the  institu- 
tional universe  is  a  subset  of  the  higher  education  universe.  It  includes  only  non- 
profit institutions  in  the  SO  states  and  the  District  of  Columbia  that  are  either 
publicly  or  privately  controlled.  Higher  education  institutions  that  are  operated 
for-profit  (proprietary),  U.S.  service  schools  and  military  academies,  and  insti- 
tutions in  outlying  areas  including  Puerto  Rico  were  excluded  as  were  all  other 
postsecondary  institutions.  The  list  of  institutions  included  in  the  SHEP  universe 
is  available  in  appendix  B  by  the  state  in  which  the  institutions  are  located  and 
by  their  institutional  classification. 

The  data  collected  through  IPEDS  for  any  one  year  represent  two  distinct 
time  periods.  The  institutional  characteristics,  enrollment  and  full-time  faculty 
data  represent  an  institution  at  one  point  in  time,  the  fall  of  the  school  year;  the 
finance  and  completions  data  cover  the  entire  12-month  period  of  the  fiscal  year. 
Therefore,  for  some  indicators  fall  data  are  used  in  conjunction  with  12 -month 
data  in  this  report  and  readers  should  be  cognizant  of  the  differences  in  time  peri- 
od represented. 

This  report  presents  four  types  of  statistics -actual  counts  (of  individuals  or 
amounts  of  money),  percentage  distributions,  ratios  (means  and  indicators)  and 
indexes.  For  a  full  explanation  of  how  these  statistics  were  derived  for  this  report, 
please  see  the  Technical  Notes,  appendix  C. 
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Chapter  One 


The  National  Data 


In  the  third  edition  of  the  SHEP,  some  of  the  basic  state  tables  included  in 
SHEP:88  have  been  modified  to  reflect  differences  in  data  elements  between 
HEGIS  and  IPEDS.  All  data  elements  concerning  higher  education  institutions 
collected  in  HEGIS  are  also  available  in  IPEDS.  However,  from  some  of  those 
items  common  to  both,  IPEDS  collects  additional  information  and  clarifies  both 
data  definitions  and  reporting  instructions.  To  facilitate  the  use  and  interpreta- 
tion of  the  data  presented  in  the  basic  state  tables  of  SHEP:  Third  Edition,  this 
section  explains  the  contents  of  each  table,  compares  it  to  its  comparable  table 
in  previous  editions  of  the  SHEP,  identifies  the  relevant  data  elemcnt(s)  in  the 
IPEDS,  and  describes  higher  education  in  the  Nation  in  the  1986-87  school  year. 

Schools  and  Students 

Table  1  indicates  the  number  and  average  size  of  schools  (in  total  headcount) 
that  comprise  the  SHEP  and  non-SHEP  universes.  When  the  number  of  SHEP 
and  non-SHEP  schools  are  added,  the  resulting  sum  is  the  number  of  institutions 
in  the  IPEDS  universe  in  the  fall  of  1986- 12,042.  Of  these  12,042  schools,  about 
27  percent  or  3,219  are  included  in  SHEP.  Of  the  non-SHEP  schools,  almost 
three-fourths  are  operated  as  private,  for-profit  institutions.  As  the  means  size 
column  in  table  1  clearly  shows,  SHEP  schools  tend  to  serve  a  larger  number 
of  students  than  non-SHEP  schools,  averaging  over  3,800  full-  and  part-time  stu- 
dents. In  fact,  SHEP  institutions  enrolled  86.6  percent  of  all  students  (both  full- 
and  part-time)  in  postsecondary  education  in  the  fall  of  1986.  Further,  while  there 
are  non-SHEP  institutions  at  each  institutional  level  (4-year  and  above,  2-year, 
and  less  than  2-year)  under  both  public  and  private  control,  SHEP  institutions 
enrolled  98  percent  of  all  4-year  college  students  and  88.8  percent  of  all  2-year 
college  students. 

From  th  ;  fall  of  1984  to  the  fall  of  1986,  the  number  of  SHEP  institutions 
has  increased  from  3,107  to  3,219.  At  the  same  time,  the  mean  size  of  SHEP 
institutions,  measured  in  terms  of  full-time  equivalent  (FTE)  students  has  decreased 
by  38  FTE  students  (about  1  percent),  from  2.837  to  2,799  (table  T-l).  This 
decrease  in  mean  size  is  especially  apparent  among  2-year  institutions  since  the 
mean  number  of  FTE  students  of  public  2-year  institutions  decreased  by  almost 
five  percent  and  the  mean  number  of  FTE  students  of  private  nonprofit  2-year 
institutions  decreased  by  over  4  percent.  On  the  other  hand,  public  baccalaureate 
institutions  grew  on  the  average  over  this  period  with  their  mean  number  of  FTE 
students  increasing  by  over  12  percent.  The  increase  in  the  number  of  institu- 
tions and  the  corresponding  decrease  in  size  may  be  an  artifact  of  the  way  IPEDS 
identifies  and  counts  institutions.  IPEDS  counts  branch  campuses  as  separate  from 


the  parent  institution  whereas  in  HEGIS  branch  campuses  were  usually  included 
as  part  of  the  parent  institution.

Tables  2  and  3  describe  enrollment  in  SHEP  institutions  from  two  different 
perspectives.  Table  2  presents  the  distribution  of  full-time  equivalent  (FTE)  stu- 
dents, by  type  and  control  of  institution;  table  3  describes  the  distribution  of  stu- 
dents by  level  within  institutions  of  a  given  type  and  control. 

As  table  2  indicates,  public  institutions  account  for  more  than  75  percent  of 
all  FTE  students  in  SHEP  institutions,  with  public  4-year  and  above  institutions 
accounting  for  more  than  half  of  all  full-time  students  and  public  2-year  schools 
accounting  for  more  than  half  of  part-time  FTE  students.  It  should  be  noted  here 
that  the  FTE  of  part-time  students  reported  in  table  2  was  imputed  for  all  institu- 
tions using  a  function  of  the  reported  number  of  pail-time  students  for  the  fall 
of  1986,  the  reported  number  of  part-time  students  in  the  fall  of  1985,  and  the 
institution's  reported  FTE  of  part-time  students  in  the  fall.  1985.  (A  complete 
description  of  the  actual  calculations  is  available  in  the  Technical  Notes,  appen- 
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dix  C)  This  was  necessary  because  institutional  reporting  of  the  FTE  of  part-time 
students  is  not  requested  in  IPEDS  and  institutional  total  credit/contact  hour 
production  requested  on  die  IPEDS  Institutional  Activity  Survey  was  not  available  * 

Since  the  fell  of  1984  the  distribution  of  full-time  students  among  the  differ- 
ent types  of  institutions  did  not  change  at  all.  The  distribution  of  the  FTE  of  part- 
time  students  did  change  slightly,  however.  Private  nonprofit  institutions*  share 
of  the  part-time  FTE  decreased  by  0.6  percent,  while  public  2-year  schools*  share 
increased  by  0,6  percent. 

From  table  3  it  is  obvious  that  the  great  preponderance  of  students  in  higher 
education  institutions  are  undergraduates.  Undergraduates  comprise  89  percent 
of  full-time  and  82.4  percent  of  part-time  students.  The  proportion  of  undergradu- 
ates varies  considerably  among  the  different  types  of  postsecondary  institutions. 
For  example,  only  60  percent  of  full-time  and  39  percent  of  part-time  students 
in  private  nonprofit  4-year  schools  with  medical  schools  were  undergraduates 
in  the  fell  of  1986.  As  would  be  expected,  however,  virtually  all  students  in  2-year 
and  baccalaureate  level  institutions  were  undergraduates.  Two-year  institutions 
alone  enroll  25  percent  of  all  full-time  and  67  percent  of  all  part-time  undergraduate 
students. 

Two  additional  interesting  observations  emerge  from  table  3.  First,  as  stu- 
dents progress  from  first-time  undergraduates  to  graduate  students,  the  propor- 
tion attending  part-time  increases  quite  radically.  For  example,  over  all  institutions 
only  29  percent  of  first-time  undergraduates  were  enrolled  part-time,  but  45  per- 
cent of  other  undergraduates  and  64  percent  of  graduate  students  were  enrolled 
part-time.  On  the  other  hand,  only  eight  percent  of  first-professional  students  at- 
tend part-time,  suggesting,  perhaps,  a  different  set  of  enrollment  standards  for 
these  students.  Secondly,  among  fiill-time  undergraduates,  about  one-fifth  of  those 
in  4-year  public  institutions  were  first-time  students,  while  about  one-fourth  of 
those  undergraduates  in  4-year  private  nonprofit  institutions  were  first-time 
students. 

Intuitively  it  might  be  expected  that  in  a  4-year  undergraduate  program,  25 
percent  of  full-time  undergraduate  students  would  be  in  their  first  year.  That  only 
about  20  percent  of  full-time  undergraduates  in  public  4-year  institutions  were 
enrolled  for  the  first  time  suggests  that,  on  average,  4-year  undergraduate  pro- 
grams take  5  years  to  complete  in  public  4-year  colleges,  or  it  might  indicate 
a  large  influx  of  upper  class  transfer  students  into  4-year  public  institutions.  Data 
from  NCES'  longitudinal  study  of  the  high  school  class  of  1972  suggest,  in  fact, 
that  students  who  start  colleges  in  a  private  nonprofit  4-year  school  take,  on  aver- 
age, about  48  months  to  complete  a  bachelor's  degree,  whereas  those  that  start 
in  a  public  4-year  school  take  about  54  months  to  complete.*

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Faculty 

Table  4  presents  estimates  of  the  average  salary  of  full-time  faculty,  by  rank 
of  faculty  and  length  of  contract  as  well  as  the  number  of  full-time  faculty  that 
were  used  in  computing  the  average  for  the  fall,  1986.  This  table  has  been  in- 
cluded in  the  SHEP  since  its  inception.  In  order  to  present  this  table  in  SHEP: 
Third  Edition,  data  for  this  table  were  fully  imputed  for  each  SHEP  institution. 
This  was  necessary  since  the  1986  Faculty  Salary  Survey  was  not  cleared  for 
collection  in  the  1986-87  IPEDS.  To  develop  this  table,  data  were  interpolated 
from  data  reported  to  IPEDS  in  its  1985  and  1987  Faculty  Salary  Surveys  only 
for  those  institutions  that  had  either  reported  or  imputed  full-time  faculty  data 
in  both  1985  and  1987.  Basically,  the  data  in  table  4  represent  the  midpoint  point 
between  these  2  survey  years  for  both  number  of  full-time  faculty  at  each  rank 
and  for  total  salary  expenditures  (the  reporting  categories  of  IPEDS).  Average 
salaries  were  calculated  from  these  two  imputed  parameters.  The  Technical  Notes, 
appendix  C,  provide  a  more  complete  description  of  the  process  that  was  used 
to  impute  the  values  in  table  4. 

Table  4  was  included  in  SHEP:  Third  Edition  to  provide  some  continuity 
among  SHEP  reports  but,  because  only  estimated  data  could  be  presented  in  the 
table,  placing  a  great  deal  of  emphasis  on  interpreting  these  data  for  the  Nation 
or  on  making  comparisons  among  States  may  not  be  appropriate.  Anecdotally, 
after  reviewing  their  state  tables,  only  three  states  felt  that  the  imputed  numbers 
in  table  4  were  sufficiently  non-representative  of  their  public  sector  salaries  and 
numbers  of  full-time  faculty  to  warrant  an  unsolicited  submission  of  actual  1986 
salary  summary  data  to  SHEP. 

Finances 


Revenues 

Tables  5  and  6  are  concerned  with  education  and  general  (E&G)  revenues. 
Table  5  presents  the  percentage  distribution  of  E&G  revenues  by  source,  as  well 
as  the  percentage  of  total  E&G  revenues  that  are  restricted.  Table  6  contains 
revenue  indicators  that  are  selected  E&G  revenues  adjusted  for  the  size  of  the 
institutional  sector,  or  the  size  of  the  population  served.  The  revenues  in  the  dis- 
tribution in  table  5  and  the  revenues  used  to  compute  indicators  in  table  6  are 
the  total  of  restricted  and  unrestricted  revenues  that  are  requested  by  the  IPEDS 
Finance  Survey.  The  total  is  comparable  to  the  E&G  revenues  that  were  collected 
in  HEGIS  and  appeared  in  the  previous  editions  of  the  SHEP. 
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The  data  in  table  5  provide  an  interesting  picture  of  the  differences  in  how 
public  and  private  nonprofit  higher  education  institutions  are  financed.  More  than 
half  of  the  total  revenues  available  to  private  nonprofit  institutions  are  from  tui- 
tion and  fees,  although  this  ranges  from  as  high  as  70  percent  in  private  institu- 
tions that  offer  a  baccalaureate  or  master's  degree  to  as  low  as  35  percent  in  private 
doctoral  level  schools  that  have  a  medical  program.  Private  nonprofit  institutions 
also  tend  to  rely  heavily  on  the  private  sector  for  gifts  and  grants  or  contracts 
(13  percent  of  total  E&G  revenues)  and  on  endowment  income  (7.2  percent). 
Public  institutions,  on  the  other  hand,  receive  most  of  their  revenues  from  state 
and  local  appropriations  (56.4  percent),  although  they  also  receive  a  substantial 
proportion  of  their  revenues  from  tuition  and  fees  (18.5  percent). 

Using  the  data  in  table  5,  it  is  worthwhile  to  examine  the  role  of  grants  and 
contracts  in  financing  higher  education  institutions.  For  example,  state  and  local 
grants  and  contracts  are  a  small ,  but  consistent  share  of  total  E&G  revenues  among 
all  levels  of  institutions,  both  public  and  private.  This  is  not  unreasonable  since 
state  and  local  financial  aid  provided  to  students  through  institutions  would  be 
included  in  this  revenue  source.  As  noted  above,  private  gifts,  grants  and  con- 
tracts are  a  much  larger  share  of  private  institutions'  total  F&G  revenues  than 
public  institutions'  revenues.  Notably,  the  percentage  of  total  E&G  revenues  from 
private  gifts,  grants,  and  contracts  is  about  the  same  among  4-year  private  insti- 
tutions, but  it  is  substantially  higher  for  2-year  private  institutions.  Federal  grants 
and  contracts,  on  the  other  hand,  tend  to  be  targeted  on  public  and  private  non- 
profit 4-year  doctoral  level  institutions.  Federal  grants  and  contracts  as  defined 
in  this  table  include  federal  campus-based  student  financial  aid  but  exclude  Pell 
Grants  to  students.  Thus  it  is  likely  that  a  higher  proportion  of  these  federal  grants 
and  contracts  are  from  federal  contracts. 

The  last  column  in  table  5  contains  the  percentage  of  total  E&G  revenues 
that  are  restricted.  This  is  new  to  SHEP:  Third  Edition  and  indicates,  as  the  title 
suggests,  the  percentages  of  E&G  revenues  that  are  designated  for  very  specific 
purposes.  In  odier  words,  institutions  have  little  or  no  control  over  how  restrict- 
ed revenues  arc  spent.  (For  example,  an  institution  might  receive  a  federal  research 
grant  that  details  the  specific  work  that  will  be  done  with  the  money  and  the  staff 
that  will  carry  out  the  work.)  For  all  institutions  about  20  percent  of  total  E&G 
revenues  are  restricted,  but  this  percentage  is  much  higher  for  private  nonprofit 
than  for  public  institutions,  and  higher  for  doctoral-level  institutions  than  other 
types  of  schools.  Finally,  although  some  portion  of  the  revenues  from  each  of 
the  various  revenue  sources  may  be  restricted,  it  is  interesting  that,  over  all  insti- 
tutions, the  cumulative  share  of  revenues  from  grants  and  contracts  (federal,  state 
and  local,  and  private)  are  about  equivalent  to  the  percentage  of  total  E&G  revenues 
that  are  restricted. 

In  looking  at  the  revenue  indicators  in  table  6,  it  is  clear  that,  on  a  per-FTE 
student  basis,  and  for  a  given  type  of  institution,  private  nonprofit  institutions 
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have  higher  total  E&G  revenues  than  publics,  and,  not  surprisingly,  much  higher 
revenues  per  student  from  tuition  and  fees.  However,  when  per-FTE  student 
revenues  from  tuition  and  fees  and  state  and  local  appropriations  are  added,  the 
sums  are  roughly  equal  for  public  and  private  institutions  of  the  same  type.  Another 
point  worth  noting  in  table  6  is  the  ratio  of  state  and  local  appropriations  per 
1,000  capita.  This  ratio  suggests  that,  on  average,  and  across  all  states  in  the 
nation,  every  individual,  18  years  of  age  or  older  "pays"  about  $176  for  higher 
education  through  state  and  local  taxes,  with  $174  going  to  public  higher  educa- 
tion and  $2  going  to  private  higher  education. 

Since  the  1985  fiscal  year  (FY  85),  the  relative  share  of  revenues  from  vari- 
ous sources  for  public  and  private  nonprofit  institutions  has  not  changed  a  great 
deal.  However,  public  institutions  seem  to  be  receiving  a  decreasing  share  of 
revenues  from  state  and  local  appropriations  (down  from  58  percent  in  FY  85 
to  56.4  percent  in  FY  87)  and  an  increasing  share  of  revenues  from  tuition  and 
fees  (up  from  17.9  percent  to  18.5  percent).  Among  private  nonprofit  institu- 
tions, there  was  a  very  slight  decrease  (from  52  to  51.7  percent)  in  the  share 
of  revenues  from  tuition  and  fees  between  FY  1986  and  FY  1987  (table  T-2).

On  a  per-FTE-student  basis,  changes  in  tuition  and  fee  revenues  and  state 
and  local  appropriations  present  a  somewhat  different  picture.  Tuition  and  fee 
revenues  per  FTE  student  over  all  institutions  increased  by  almost  17  percent 
from  FY  85  to  FY  87,  increasing  14.4  percent  for  public  institutions  and  20.7 
percent  for  privates.  Interestingly,  9.4  percent  of  the  14.4  percent  increase  in 
tuition  and  fee  revenues  per  FTE  in  public  institutions  occurred  between  FY  85 
and  FY  86,  while  the  increase  among  private  nonprofit  institutions  was  fairly 


steady  (9.3  percent  between  FY  85  and  FY  86  and  10.4  percent  between  FY  86 
and  FY  87).  State  and  local  appropriations  per  FTE  student  increased  at  a  much 
slower  rate  than  tuition  and  fee  revenues  among  public  institutions  in  the  nation, 
(about  8. 1  percent  between  FY  85  and  FY  87).  In  fact  between  FY  86  and  FY 
87,  state  and  local  appropriations  per  FTE  student  actually  declined  by  about  0. 1 
percent  among  public  institutions  (table  T-3),

Expenditures 

Tables  7  and  8  display  how  institutions  spend  their  money  in  terms  of  the 
percentage  of  total  E&G  expenditures  allocated  to  various  functions  and  the  lev- 
el of  expenditures  per  FTE  student  for  each  of  the  various  functions.  The  expen- 
ditures in  tables  7  and  8  are  the  total  of  restricted  and  unrestricted  expenditures 
that  are  requested  by  the  IPEDS  Finance  Survey.  This  total  is  comparable  to  the 
E&G  expenditures  that  were  collected  in  HEGIS  and  appeared  in  previous  edi- 
tions of  the  SHEP. 
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Expenditures  by  function  are  interesting  because  they  provide  a  sense  of  the 
resources  that  are  necessary  to  maintain  (or  provide)  essential  services.  They  also 
provide  a  sense  of  the  priorities  institutions  place  on  various  activities.  This  is 
illustrated  quite  well  by  comparing  expenditures  among  public  and  private  non- 
profit institutions.  For  example,  for  institutions  at  each  level,  public  institutions 
allocate  a  higher  proportion  of  their  total  expenditures  to  instruction  and  research. 
However,  on  a  per-FTE  student  basis  they  generally  tend  to  spend  less  than  pri- 
vate nonprofit  institutions  on  these  two  activities.  This  same  situation  seems  to 
be  true  also  for  expenditures  on  academic  support  and  libraries.  Given  this  situa- 
tion, it  might  be  concluded  that  public  institutions  must  devote  a  higher  propor- 
tion of  their  resources  to  instruction,  academic  support  and  libraries  to  provide 
the  same  or  even  a  lower  level  of  services  than  are  provided  by  private  nonprofit 
institutions. 

On  the  other  hand,  there  are  several  functions,  including  student  services, 
institutional  support,  plant  operation  and  maintenance  and  scholarships  and  fel- 
lowships, to  which  public  institutions  devote  a  smaller  proportion  of  their  resources 
than  do  privates.  As  a  result,  they  spend  much  less  per  student  on  these  activi- 
ties. Thus,  it  might  be  concluded  that  public  institutions  place  a  lower  priority 
on  such  functions  than  do  private  nonprofit  institutions.  Or,  since  public  institu- 
tions tend  to  be  larger  than  privates,  there  may  be  economies  of  scale  that  are 
operating  for  certain  of  these  functions,  particularly  institutional  support  and  plant 
operation  and  maintenance,  that  permit  publics  to  spend  less  on  these  activities. 
Additionally,  with  respect  to  scholarship  and  fellowship,  although  publics  tend 
to  spend  less  on  these  from  current  operating  expenditures,  it  must  be  recalled 
that  public  institutions  receive  a  large  proportion  of  their  revenues  from  state  al- 
locations, which  could  be  considered  a  form  of  student  grant  aid.  Finally,  only 
on  tfiose  activities  that  comprise  the  public  service  function  do  public  institutions 
allocate  more  of  their  resources  and  have  higher  per-student  expenditures  than 
privates.  This  suggests  that  public  institutions  place  a  higher  priority  on  their  public 
service  mission  than  their  private  nonprofit  counterparts. 

Between  FY  85  and  FY  87  the  proportional  allocation  of  expenditures  among 
functions  has  not  changed  much.  However,  among  both  public  and  private  non- 
profit institutions,  research,  academic  support,  and  scholarships  and  fellowships 
had  a  slightly  increasing  share  of  total  expenditures  each  year  (0.3  to  0.6  per- 
cent), while  allocations  for  libraries,  and  plant  operations  and  maintenance 
decreased  slightly  (table  T-4).

On  a  per-FTE  student  basis,  expenditures  for  both  academic  support  (ex- 
cluding library  expenditures)  and  scholarships  and  grants  increased  substantial- 
ly, especially  in  private  institutions.  Academic  support  expenditures  per  FTE 
student  increased  23  percent  in  public  institutions  and  over  40  percent  in  privates, 
while  scholarship  and  grant  expenditures  increased  about  25  percent  in  public 
institutions  and  over  30  percent  in  private  nonprofit  institutions  (table  T-5). 

Per-student  expenditures  for  each  of  the  other  functional  categories  that  have 
been  consistently  reported  in  SHEP  in  its  three  editions  (instruction,  libraries, 
student  services,  and  institutional  support)  increased  steadily  over  this  3-year  period 
with  one  exception.  Per-student  expenditures  for  libraries  decreased  by  about  4.4 
percent  between  FY  86  and  FY  87.  The  large  increase  in  per-student  expendi- 
tures for  academic  support  and  the  decrease  in  per-student  expenditures  for  libraries 
may  be  a  function  of  the  reporting  on  the  1987  IPEDS  Finance  Survey  in  that 
a  substantial  number  of  institutions  did  not  report  operating  expenditures  for 
libraries  separately  from  total  academic  support  expenditures.  This  would  have 
the  effect  of  increasing  academic  support  expenditures  and  decreasing  library  ex- 
penditures, since  library  expenditures  are  subtracted  from  academic  support  ex- 
penditures in  reporting  both  the  distribution  of  expenditures  by  function  and  in 
determining  functional  expenditures  per  FTE  student.

Tables  9  and  10  are  new  to  the  third  edition  of  SHEP  since  much  of  the  data 
in  them  were  collected  for  the  first  time  through  the  IPEDS  Finance  Survey.  The 
first  part  of  table  9  presents  scholarship  and  fellowship  expenditures  per  FTE- 
student  by  the  source  of  the  funds  for  the  expenditures.  The  second  part  of  the 
table  presents  selected  functional  expenditures  per  full-time  faculty.  Pell  grant 
expenditures  per-FTE  student  (one  source  of  scholarship  and  fellowship  expen- 
ditures) and  functional  expenditures  per  full-time  faculty  were  available  in  the 
two  previous  editions  of  the  SHEP.  It  should  also  be  noted  that  the  total  per  FTE 
student  expenditures  on  scholarships  and  grants  in  table  9  wilt  not  equal  the  per- 
FTE  student  expenditures  in  table  8  for  two  reasons.  First,  scholarship  and  grant 
expenditures  in  table  8  do  not  include  Pell  grant  expenditures.  Second,  data  for 
expenditures  on  scholarships  and  grants  from  sources  other  than  Pell  grants  were 
not  imputed  for  those  non-responding  institutions  whose  1987  finance  data  were 
imputed  from  their  reported  1986  finance  data.  Expenditures  on  scholarships  and 
grants  by  source  were  not  collected  in  the  1986  Finance  Survey.  (See  the  Techni- 
cal Notes  for  a  more  complete  explanation.) 


As  the  data  in  table  9  show,  over  all  institutions  and  all  FTE  students,  the 
federal  government  is  the  largest  source  of  institutional  expenditures  for  scholar- 
ships and  grants,  followed  by  institutions,  state  and  local  sources,  and  finally  pri- 
vate sources.  This  ordering  generally  holds  true  for  public  institutions  as  well, 
although  state  and  local  sources  of  scholarships  and  grants  provide  slightly  more 
scholarship  and  grant  money  per  FTE-student  than  do  the  public  institutions.  In 
private  nonprofit  institutions,  however,  the  relative  importance  of  the  five  sources 
of  scholarship  and  grant  expenditures  changes  substantially.  In  private  nonprofit 
institutions,  the  institution  is  the  largest  source  of  funds  for  scholarship  and  fel- 
lowship expenditures,  followed  by  the  federal  government,  private  sources,  and 
finally  state  and  local  sources. 

The  percentage  of  expenditures  for  a  particular  function  required  to  pay  the 
costs  of  personnel  involved  in  that  function  is  an  indicator  of  the  labor-intensivencss 
of  the  function.  Table  10  indicates  the  laboMntensiveness  of  each  higher  educa- 
tion institutional  function  by  presenting  salaries  as  a  percentage  of  expenditures 
for  total  E&G  expenditures  and  separately  for  each  function. 

As  may  be  seen  in  table  10,  salaries  comprise  almost  60  percent  of  total  E&G 
expenditures  across  all  higher  education  institutions  in  the  nation.  Among  public 
institutions,  salaries  take  a  slightly  higher  share,  averaging  62  percent,  and  rang- 
ing from  61  percent  to  64  percent.  Among  private  nonprofit  institutions  salaries 
average  about  55  percent  of  total  E&G  expenditures.  As  might  be  expected,  in- 
struction is  the  most  labor-intensive  of  all  institutional  functions,  utilizing  almost 
75  percent  of  public  institutions*  expenditures  for  instruction,  and  over  two-thirds 
of  private  institutions*  expenditures  for  this  activity.  Operation  and  maintenance 
of  plant  is  the  least  labor-intensive  function. 

Surprisingly,  over  all  functions,  the  percentage  of  e,  penditures  that  are  devot- 
ed to  salaries  is  consistently  lower  for  private  institutions  than  for  public  institu- 
tions. Additionally,  while  salaries  average  between  45  and  55  percent  of  the 
expenditures  for  most  institutional  functions,  there  are  several  notable  exceptions 
among  the  various  types  of  institutions.  For  example,  among  2-year  schools,  sa- 
laries are  a  much  higher  percentage  of  research  and  academic  support  expendi- 
tures than  in  any  other  type  of  institution.  On  the  other  hand,  they  are  a  smaller 
percentage  of  institutional  support  and  plant  operation  and  maintenance  expen- 
ditures. 


Completions 

Tables  H-13  present  the  distribution  of  degrees  and  other  formal  awards 
conferred  by  level  of  award  and  by  the  program  area  in  which  the  degrees  were 
conferred.  These  tables  are  identical  to  the  completion  tables  that  were  contained 
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in  previous  editions  of  the  SHEP  with  one  exception.  In  table  1 1  of  the  current 
SHEP  less-than-4-year  degrees  have  been  split  into  associate's  degrees  and  all 
other  tess-than-4~year  awards* 

About  1 .9  million  degrees  or  other  formal  awards  were  conferred  by  the  Na- 
tion's 3,219  higher  education  institutions  in  the  1986-87  academic  year.  Of 
these,  79  percent  were  undergraduate  degrees  (bachelor's,  associate's,  or  other 
less-than-4-year  award),  15  percent  were  master's  degrees,  1 .8  percent  were  doc- 
tor's degrees,  and  3.8  percent  were  first-professional  degrees.  Public  institutions 
awarded  70  percent  of  all  degrees  conferred,  private  nonprofit  institutions  awarded 
30  percent. 

The  distribution  of  degrees  in  relation  to  the  distribution  of  enrollment  is 
quite  interesting  since  undergraduates  account  for  86  percent  of  ail  full-  and  part- 
time  enrollment,  but  only  79  percent  of  all  degrees.  Graduate  and  first-professional 
students,  on  the  other  hand*  have  a  higher  share  of  degrees  than  their  enrollments 
would  suggest.  Graduate  students  comprise  about  12  percent  of  all  enrollment, 
and  17  percent  of  all  degrees;  first-professional  students  account  for  a  little  over 
2  percent  of  enrollment  but  almost  4  percent  of  the  degrees.  Private  institutions 
also  account  for  a  higher  share  of  degrees  than  enrollment,  awarding  30  percent 
of  all  degrees,  but  enrolling  only  about  2 1  percent  of  all  full-  and  part-time  students. 

From  tables  1 1  - 13  it  is  fairly  clear  that  there  are  some  differences  between 
public  and  private  nonprofit  institutions  in  the  distribution  of  program  areas  at 
each  degree  level.  These  distributions  are  relevant  and  of  interest  because  there 
is  some  evidence  that  certain  programs  are  more  costly  to  maintain  than  others. 
Furthermore,  the  proportion  of  degrees  awarded  by  program  are  fairly  direct  in- 
dicators of  the  proportion  of  students  enrolled  in  the  various  programs.  Most  nota- 
bly, public  institutions  award  a  higher  proportion  of  bachelors  degrees  in 
professional  fields,  particularly  education  and  engineering;  private  institutions 
award  a  higher  proportion  of  degrees  tn  arts  and  sciences  fields,  particularly  in 
letters,  life  sciences,  philosophy,  psychology,  and  the  social  sciences.  Almost 
one-third  of  all  masters  degrees  awarded  by  public  institutions  are  in  education, 
whereas  private  institutions  award  one-third  of  their  masters  degrees  in  business. 
The  singular  distinction  between  public  and  private  nonprofit  institutions  in  doc- 
toral degrees  awarded  is  in  the  proportion  of  degrees  awarded  in  education  (23 
percent  in  publics  and  15  percent  in  privates)  and  philosophy  (0.6  percent  in  pub- 
lics. 13  percent  in  privates).  At  the  first-professional  level  public  institutions  award 
almost  one-third  of  their  first-professional  degrees  in  medicine  and  none  in  theo- 
logical studies,  whereas  private  institutions  award  only  14  percent  in  medicine 
and  16  percent  in  theological  studies.  Both  public  and  private  institutions  award 
a  very  high  proportion  of  their  first-professional  degrees  in  law. 
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Public  institutions  awarded  over  90  percent  of  all  less-than-4-year  degrees 
conferred  by  SHEP  institutions  in  1986-87.  Moreover,  while  the  distributions 
of  associate's  degrees  by  program  area  are  remarkably  similar  for  public  and 
private  institutions,  for  other  less-than-4-year  degrees,  public  institutions  tend 
to  be  more  heavily  invested  in  degrees  in  health,  public  affairs  and  protective 
services,  and  tirade  and  industrial  programs;  whereas  private  institutions  emphasize 
business,  computer  and  information  sciences,  the  arts  and  "all  other*  programs. 

Differences  between  public  and  private  nonprofit  institutions  in  the  distribu- 
tions of  less4han-4~year  degrees  by  program  area  tend  to  be  overshadowed, 
however,  by  differences  in  the  distribution  of  programs  in  which  associate  degrees 
and  other  Iess-than-4-year  degrees  are  awarded.  More  than  one-half  of  all 
associate's  degrees  were  awarded  in  business  and  liberal/general  studies  in 
1986-87,  with  health  programs  accounting  for  another  16  percent.  Business  and 


trade  and  industrial  programs  account  for  about  46  percent  of  all  other  less- 
than-4-year  awards.  Health  programs  accounted  for  an  additional  24  percent. 

Although  there  have  been  some  changes  in  the  total  number  of  degrees  award- 
ed both  by  level  and  by  progran  ,  differences  in  the  distribution  of  degrees  be- 
tween public  and  private  nonprofit  institutions  have  generally  not  changed  since 
the  1984-85  academic  year.  Thus,  for  example,  while  the  shares  of  bachelor's 
degrees  in  business,  letters,  and  the  social  sciences  have  increased  since  1985, 
they  have  increased  in  both  public  and  private  institutions.  Similarly,  decreases 
in  the  share  of  bachelor's  degrees  in  education,  engineering  and  health  are  in 
evidence  in  both  the  public  and  private  sectors.  The  one  exception  is  that  the  share 
of  all  master's  degrees  awarded  by  private  institutions  has  increased  since 
1984-85  from  40.4  percent  to  41.8  percent.

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Appendix  A 


Glossary  of  Terms 


Academic  Rank  (Assistant  Professor.  Associate  Professor,  Professor,  and  Other). 
The  academic  ranks  of  assistant  professor,  associate  professor,  and  professor  are 
defined  by  the  institutions.  "Other"  includes  instructors,  lecturers,  and  faculty 
with  no  academic  rank  as  defined,  again,  by  the  institutions. 

Academic  Support  (expenditures).  Expenditures  for  the  support  services  that 
are  an  integral  part  of  the  institution's  primary  mission  of  instruction,  research, 
or  public  service.  Includes  expenditures  for  museums,  galleries,  audiovisual  serv- 
ices, academic  computing  support,  ancillary  support,  academic  administration, 
personnel  development,  and  course  and  curriculum  development.  Also  includes 
expenditures  for  veterinary  and  dental  clinics  if  their  primary  purpose  is  to  sup- 
port the  institutional  program.  Excludes  expenditures  for  libraries.  [Note:  This 
definition  is  an  operational  definition  used  in  the  SHEP:  Third  Edition  and  may 
not  be  consistent  with  the  terms  used  in  the  1987  IPEDS  glossary.] 

Appropriations  of  State  Tax  Funds  For  Operating  Expenses  of  Higher 
Education.  Under  "Appropriations  Data  (table  Y)"  in  Appendix  C,  sec  explana- 
tion of  data  collected  in  the  description  of  survey  and  methodology. 

Associate's  Degree.  An  award  that  normally  requires  at  least  2  but  less  than  4 
years  of  full-time  equivalent  college  work. 

Attendance  Status.  Designates  students  as  either  full-time  or  part-time.  See  defi- 
nitions of  "full-time  student"  and  "part-time  student." 

Baccalaureate  Institution.  Any  institution  whose  highest  degree  awarded  in 
academic  year  1986-87  was  a  baccalaureate  degree. 

Bachelor's  Degree.  An  award  that  normally  requires  at  least  4  but  not  more  than 
5  years  of  full-time  equivalent  college-level  work.  This  includes  all  bachelor's 
degrees  conferred  in  a  cooperative  or  work  study  plan  or  program.  A  coopera- 
tive plan  provides  for  alternate  class  attendance  and  employment  in  business,  in- 
dustry, or  government;  thus,  it  allows  the  student  to  combine  actual  work 
experience  with  college  studies.  Also  includes  bachelor's  degrees  in  which  the 
normal  4  years  of  work  is  completed  in  3  years. 
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Control  of  Institution.  Includes  public,  private  nonprofit,  and  private  for-profit 
institutions. 

Doctor's  Degree.  An  awaid  that  requires  work  at  the  graduate  level  and  terminates 
in  a  doctor's  degree.  The  doctor's  degree  classification  includes  such  degrees  as 
Doctor  of  Education,  Doctor  of  Juridical  Science,  Doctor  of  Public  Health,  and 
the  Doctor  of  Philosophy  degree  in  any  field  such  as  agronomy,  food  technolo- 
gy, education,  engineering,  public  administration,  ophthalmology,  or  radiology . 
For  the  Doctor  of  Public  Health  degree,  the  prior  professional  degree  is  general- 
ly earned  in  the  closely  related  professional  field  of  medicine  or  of  sanitary 
engineering. 

Doctoral  with  Medical  Institution.  Any  institution  that  awarded  a  doctoral  degree 
or  first-professional  degree  during  academic  year  1986-87.  First-professional 
degree  programs  include  chiropractor,  dentistry,  law,  medicine,  optometry, 
osteopathy,  pharmacy,  podiatry,  theology,  and  veterinary  medicine. 

Doctoral  without  Medical  Institution.  Any  doctoral  institution  that  did  not  award 
a  medical  degree  (see  above)  during  academic  year  1986-87. 

Educational  and  General  (E&G)  Expenditures.  Educational  and  general 
expenditures  include  current  fond  expenditures  for  instruction,  research,  public 
service,  academic  support,  student  services,  institutional  support,  operation  and 
maintenance  of  plant,  scholarships  and  fellowships,  and  educational  and  general 
mandatory  transfers.  Educational  and  general  expenditures  exclude  expenditures 
for  auxiliary  enterprises,  hospitals,  and  independent  operations.  Pell  Grants  are 
excluded. 

Educational  and  General  (E&G)  Mandatory  Transfers  (expenditures).  Those 
transfers  that  must  be  made  to  fulfill  a  binding  legal  obligation  of  the  institution. 
Includes  mandatory  debt-service  provisions  relating  to  academic  and  administra- 
tive buildings,  including  (1)  amounts  set  aside  for  debt  retirement  and  interest, 
and  (2)  required  provisions  for  renewal  and  replacements  to  the  extent  not  financed 
from  other  sources.  Also  includes  the  institutional  matching  portion  for  Perkins 
Loans  when  the  source  of  funds  is  current  revenue. 
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Educational  and  General  (E&G)  Revenues.  Consists  of  current  fund  revenues 
from  federal ,  state,  and  local  appropriations;  tuition  income;  government  grants 
and  contracts;  private  gifts,  grants,  and  endowment  income;  sales  and  services 
of  educational  activities;  and  other  revenues,  Excluded  from  E&G  revenues  are 
income  from  sales  and  services  of  auxiliary  enterprises,  sales  and  services  of 
hospitals,  independent  operations,  and  revenues  for  capital  proposes,  E&G  funds 
include  only  those  funds  intended  for  operating  purposes.  Pell  Grants  are  excluded. 

Endowment  Income  (revenues).  Includes  the  unrestricted  income  of  endowment 
and  similar  funds;  restricted  income  of  endowment  and  similar  funds  to  the  ex- 
tent expended  for  current  operating  purposes;  and  income  from  funds  held  in  trust 
by  others  under  irrevocable  trusts.  Does  not  include  capital  gains  or  losses.  Such 
gains  when  spent  for  current  operations  are  treated  as  transfers,  not  revenues. 

Enrollment  Level.  The  level  of  the  degree  toward  which  a  student  is  working 
and/or  the  number  of  years  of  postsecondary  education  the  student  has  completed 
as  reflected  by  the  number  of  credit  hours  earned.  Includes  undergraduate,  first- 
time  first -year,  other  undergraduates,  first-professional,  and  graduate  students. 

Federal  Appropriations  (revenues).  Includes  dollars  appropriated  or  made  avail- 
able by  the  federal  government  to  public  or  private  institutions  of  higher  educa- 
tion for  current  operating  expenses  and  not  for  specific  projects  or  programs. 
Examples  are  federal  land-grant  appropriations  and  federal  revenue  sharing  funds. 
Federal  appropriations  received  through  state  channels  are  included  in  the  total 
for  federal  approprk'i    *  Federal  grants  and  contracts  are  excluded. 

Federal  Grants  and  C  attracts  (revenues).  Includes  revenues  from  federal  agen- 
cies that  are  for  specific  research  projects  or  other  types  of  programs  such  as 
administrative  allowances  for  student  aid.  Examples  are  research  projects,  training 
programs,  and  similar  activities  for  which  amounts  are  received  or  expenditures 
are  reimbursable  under  the  terms  of  a  government  grant  or  contract.  Includes 
indirect  costs  recovered.  Pel!  Grants  awarded  to  student  are  excluded,  although 
the  administration  allowances  for  Pell  Grants  are  included. 

Field  of  Study  (based  upon  the  program  codes  provided  in  A 
Classification  of  Instructional  Programs,  NCES,  1981,  Washington.  D.C.) 

Agriculture.  Includes  Classification  of  Instructional  Programs  (CIP)  2-digit 
program  codes  01  (Agribusiness  and  Agricultural  Production),  02  (Agricul- 
tural Science),  03  (Renewable  Natural  Resources)  and  31  (Parks  and 
Recreation). 
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All  Other  (table  1 1).  Includes  CIP  2-digit  program  codes  04  (Architecture 
and  Environmental  Design),  05  (Area  and  Ethnic  Studies),  12  (Consumer,

An  award  that  requires  completion  of  a  program  that 
meets  all  of  the  following  criteria:  (1)  completion  of  the  academic  requirements 
to  begin  practice  in  the  profession;  (2)  at  least  2  years  of  college  work  before 
entrance  to  the  program;  and  (3)  a  total  of  at  least  6  academic  years  of  college 
work  to  complete  the  degree  program,  including  prior  required  college  work  plus 
the  length  of  the  professional  program  itself.

First-Time  First-Year  Students.  Includes  students  attending  any  institution  for 
the  first  tune  at  the  undergraduate  level.  For  institutions  that  designate  first-year 
students  as  freshmen,  includes  entering  freshmen  who  have  never  attended  any 
college,  and  students  enrolled  in  the  fall  term  who  attended  college  for  the  first 
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time  in  the  prior  summer  term.  Also  includes  students  who  entered  at  the  fresh- 
man level  with  advanced  standing  (college  credits  earned  before  graduation  from 
high  school).  [Note:  This  definition  is  an  operational  definition  used  in  the 
SHEP:1989  and  may  not  be  consistent  with  the  terms  used  in  the  1987  IPEDS 
glossary.] 

4-Year-and-Above  Institution.  Any  institution  whose  highest  degree  awarded 
in  academic  year  1986-87  was  a  baccalaureate  or  higher. 

Fringe  Benefits  (expenditures).  Cash  contributions  in  the  form  of  supplemen- 
tary or  deferred  compensation  other  than  salary.  Excludes  the  employees 
contribution. 

Full-Time  Enrollment,  See  definition  of  "full-time  student." 

Full-Time  Equivalent  (FTE)  Enrollment.  The  sum  of  the  number  of  full-time 
students  and  the  full-time  equivalency  of  part-time  students. 

Full-Time  Equivalent  (FTE)  of  Part-Time  Enrollment.  Full-time  equivalent 
of  part-time  enrollment  is  a  numeric  conversion  through  which  a  student  attending 
part-time  is  considered  some  fraction  of  a  full-time  student.  The  actual  fraction 
used  on  the  conversion  is  a  function  of  the  part-time  student's  enrollment  intensity 
(e.g.,  number  of  credits  in  which  enrolled).  The  sum  of  the  fractions  assigned 
to  each  part-time  student  is  the  total  full-time  equivalency  of  part-time  students 
for  a  given  institution  or  entity.  The  operational  definition  is  available  in  Appen- 
dix C.  Part-time  students  were  converted  by  data  providers  into  full-time  equiva- 
lents by  one  of  the  following  methods: 

(1)  Use  of  a  method  already  employed  at  the  institution  of  the  data  provider 
to  compute  PTEs  for  some  other  purpose; 

(2)  An  institution  data  provider  could  have  totaled  the  credit  hours  for  part- 
time  students  and  divided  by  the  normal  full-time  credit-hour  load.  The 
normal  full-time  credit-hour  load  was  usually  determined  by  dividing  the 
total  number  of  credits  required  for  completing  a  program  by  the  institu- 
tionally defined  length  of  program  in  terms,  or  by  the  number  of  terms  re- 
quired of  a  fully  engaged  student  to  obtain  such  credits.  Data  providers  were 
advised  that  FTE  of  part-time  students  was  not  the  minimum  number  of  credit 
hours  required  for  a  student  to  be  classified  full-time  (75  percent  of  a  normal 
full-time  load).  Therefore,  the  institution  data  providers  divided  by  the 
normal  full-time  load,  not  by  the  minimum  full-time  load.  For  most  institu- 
tions, this  figure  was  IS  credit  hours  (not  12);  and 
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(3)  Institutions  (data  providers)  were  advised,  also,  that  they  could  assign  a 
fractional  value  of  full-time  to  each  part-time  student,  appropriate  to  the 
institution,  such  as  W,  or  V*.  A  student  taking  H  (75  percent)  or  more  of 
a  normal  full-time  load  could  be  classified  as  a  full-time  student. 

Full-Time  Student. 

Undergraduate:  A  student  enrolled  for  12  or  more  semester 

credits;  or  12  or  more  quarter  credits;  or  24  con- 
tact hours  a  week  each  term. 

Graduate:  A  student  enrolled  for  9  or  more  semester 

credits,  or  9  or  more  quarter  credits. 

First-professional:  As  defined  by  the  institution. 

Graduate  Student,  A  student  who  holds  a  bachelor's  or  first-professional  degree, 
or  equivalent,  and  is  taking  courses  at  the  postbaccalaureate  level.  These  students 
may  or  may  not  be  enrolled  in  a  graduate  degree  program. 

Index.  The  amount  by  which  the  state  figure  differs  from  the  national  average 
figure,  expressed  as  a  percentage  (either  plus  or  minus)  of  the  national  figure. 
It  is  calculated  as  follows: 

State  figure  minus  national  figure  x  100 
national  figure 

Institutional  Support  (expenditures).  Expenditures  for  the  day-to-day  operational 
support  of  the  institution.  Includes  expenditures  for  general  administrative  serv- 
ices, executive  direction  and  planning,  legal  and  fiscal  operations,  and  public 
relations/development.  Excludes  expenditures  for  physical  plant  operations. 

Instruction  (expenditures).  Expenditures  of  the  colleges,  schools,  departments, 
and  other  instructional  divisions  of  the  institution  and  expenditures  for  depart- 
mental research  and  public  service  that  are  not  separately  budgeted.  Includes 
expenditures  for  credit  and  noncredit  activities.  Excludes  expenditures  for 
academic  administration  where  the  primary  function  is  administration  (e,g, ,  aca- 
demic deans).  This  category  also  includes  general  academic  instruction,  occupa- 
tional and  vocational  instruction,  special  session  instruction,  community  education, 
preparatory  and  adult  basic  education,  and  remedial  and  tutorial  instruction 
conducted  by  the  teaching  faculty  for  the  institution's  students. 
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Length  of  Contract  (9-month  and  12-month).  Salaries  of  faculty  are  reported 
on  either  a  9-month  or  a  12-month  basis.  Faculty  are  reported  as  having  9-month 
or  12-month  salaries  on  the  basis  of  their  contract  period,  not  on  the  basis  of 
the  number  of  installments  in  which  salaries  are  paid.  The  term  U-month  salary n 
applies  to  faculty  who  teach  for  two  semesters,  three  quarters,  two  trimesters, 
two  4-month  sessions  or  the  equivalent.  The  term  *  12-month  salary*  applies  to 
faculty  employed  for  the  entire  year.  These  faculty  are  usually  employed  for  1 1 
months  of  teaching  with  one  month  of  vacation. 

Less-Than~4~Year  Awards*  Awards  below  the  baccalaureate  degree  level. 
Includes  associate's  degree,  postsecondary  award,  certificate  or  diploma  (less  than 
1  academic  year),  postsecondary  award,  certificate  or  diploma  (at  least  I  but  less 
than  2  academic  years  of  full-tic*  equivalent  work),  and  postsecondary  award, 
certificate  or  diploma  (at  least  2  bm  than  4  acackmk  y ears  of  full-time  equiva- 
lent work).  [Note:  This  definition  is  an  operational  definition  used  in  the  SHEP: 
Third  Edition  and  may  not  be  consistent  with  the  terras  used  in  die  1987  EPEDS 
glossary.] 

Less-Than-2-Year  Institution*  Institutions  or  subsidiary  elements  whose  pur- 
pose is  the  provision  of  postsecondary  education  and  all  of  whose  programs  are 
less  than  2  years  long.  These  institutions  must  offer,  at  a  minimum,  one  program 
at  least  3  months  long  that  results  in  a  terminal  occupational  award,  or  is  credita- 
ble toward  a  formal  2-year  or  higher  award. 

Level  of  Institution.  A  classification  of  an  institution  based  on  the  highest  degree 
certificate  or  diploma  awarded  during  academic  year  1986-87. 

libraries  (expenditures).  Expenditures  for  all  print  material,  microfilm, 
microfiche,  audiovisual  materials  such  as  records  and  films,  and  computer  soft- 
ware. Excludes  expenditures  for  hardware  of  any  kind  (e.g. ,  computer  termi- 
nals, microfiche  readers,  record  players,  and  projectors). 

Master's  Degree.  An  award  that  requires  die  successful  completion  of  a  pro- 
gram of  study  of  at  least  the  full-time  equivalent  of  1  but  not  more  than  2  academic 
years  of  work  beyond  the  bachelor's  degree. 

Master's  Institution*  Any  institution  that  awarded  postbaccalaureate  degrees  or 
certificates  below  the  doctorate  during  academic  year  1986-87  (includes  master's 
degrees,  postbaccalaureate  certificates,  and  post-master's  certificates). 

Mean  Size  of  Institutions.  Mean  size  of  the  institutions  is  the  total  enrollment 
in  a  sector  divided  by  the  number  of  institutions  reporting  enrollment  in  that  sector. 
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Operation  and  Maintenance  of  Plant  (expenditures).  Expenditures  for  opera- 
tions established  to  provide  service  and  maintenance  related  to  campus  grounds 
and  facilities  used  for  educational  and  general  purposes. 

Other  Sources  (revenues).  Includes  sales  and  services  of  educational  activities 
and  revenues  derived  from  the  sales  of  goods  or  services  that  are  incidental  to 
the  conduct  of  instruction,  research,  or  public  service.  Examples  include  film 
rentals,  scientific  and  literary  publications,  testing  services,  university  presses, 
and  dairy  products.  Also  includes  all  items  or  revenues  not  covered  elsewhere. 
Examples  are  interest  income  and  gains  (net  of  losses)  from  investments  of  un- 
restricted current  funds.  Includes  revenues  resulting  from  the  sales  and  services 
of  internal  service  departments  to  persons  or  agencies  external  to  the  institution 
(e.g.,  the  sale  of  computer  time). 

Other  Undergraduate.  First-year  students  who  entered  the  institution  before  the 
summer  of  1986,  second-year,  third-year,  and  fourth-year  and  beyond  students, 
unclassified  students,  and  non-degree  seeking  students. 

Part-time  Student. 

Undergraduate:  A  student  enrolled  for  either  1 1  semester  credits 

or  less,  or  11  quarter  credits  or  less,  or  less  than 
24  contact  hours  per  week. 

Graduate:  A  student  enrolled  for  either  8  semester  credits 

or  less,  or  8  quarter  credits  or  less. 

Pell  Grant  Expenditures.  Expenditures  for  scholarships  and  fellowships  funded 
by  Pell  Grants.  Pell  Grants  are  a  type  of  federal  student  financial  aid  that  pro- 
vides eligible  undergraduate  students  with  need-based  grants  to  help  them  defray 
the  cost  of  postsecondary  education.  (Public  Law  92-318,  as  amended,  Public 
Law  94-482,  Education  Amendments  of  1972,  Tide  IV;  20  U.S.  Code,  Sec, 
107a-I976.) 

Per  1,000  Capita.  The  total  population  of  individuals  in  a  state  18  years  of  age 
and  older  divided  by  1,000. 

Postsecondary  Award,  Certificate  or  Diploma  (less  than  1  academic  year). 
Requires  completion  of  an  organized  program  of  study  at  the  postsecondary 
level  in  less  than  1  academic  year  (two  semesters  or  three  quarters)  or  in  less 
than  900  contact  hours  by  a  student  enrolled  full  time. 

Ptetsecondary  Award,  Certificate  or  Diploma  (at  least  1  but  less  than  2  academic 
years).  Requires  completion  of  an  organized  program  of  study  at  the  postsecondary 
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level  in  at  least  1  but  leas  than  2  full-time  equivalent  academic  years,  or  designed 
for  completion  in  at  least  30  but  less  than  60  credit  hours,  or  in  at  least  900  but 
less  than  1 ,800  contact  hours. 

Pdstsecondary  Award,  Certificate  or  Diploma  (at  least  2  but  less  than  4  aca- 
demic years)  Requires  completion  of  an  organized  program  of  study  at  the  post- 
secondary  level  in  at  least  2  but  less  than  4  full-time  equivalent  academic  years, 
or  designed  for  completion  in  at  least  60  but  less  than  120  credit  hours,  or  in 
at  least  1,800  but  less  than  3,600  contact  hours. 

Private  Gifts,  Grants,  and  Contracts  (revenues).  Revenues  from  private  donors 
for  which  no  legal  consideration  is  involved  and  from  private  contracts  for  specific 
goods  and  services  provided  to  the  funder  as  stipulation  for  receipt  of  the  funds. 
Includes  only  those  gifts,  grants,  and  contracts  that  are  directly  related  to  instruc- 
tion, research,  public  service,  or  other  institutional  purposes.  Includes  monies 
received  as  a  result  of  gifts,  grants,  or  contracts  from  a  foreign  government.  Also 
includes  the  estimated  dollar  amount  of  contributed  services. 

Private  For-profit  Institution.  An  educational  institution  that  is  under  private 
control  and  whose  profits,  derived  from  revenues,  are  subject  to  taxation. 

Private  Nonprofit  Institution*  An  educational  institution  which  is  controlled  by 
an  individual  or  by  an  agency  other  than  a  state,  a  subdivision  of  a  state,  or  the 
federal  government,  which  is  usually  supported  primarily  by  otter  than  public 
funds,  and  the  operation  of  whose  program  rests  with  other  than  publicly  elected 
or  appointed  officials. 

Publk  Service  (expenditures).  Funds  budgeted  specifically  for  public  service  and 
expended  for  activities  established  primarily  to  provide  non-instructional  services 
beneficial  to  groups  external  to  the  institution.  Examples  are  seminars  and  projects 
provided  to  particular  sectors  of  the  community,  and  expenditures  for  community 
services  and  cooperative  extension  services. 

Public  Institution*  Includes  all  educational  institutions  under  the  control  of- or 
affiliated  with-  federal,  state,  local,  or  state-related  agencies. 

Research  (expenditures).  Funds  expended  for  activities  specifically  organized 
to  produce  research  outcomes  and  commissioned  by  an  agency  either  external 
to  the  institution  or  separately  budgeted  by  an  organizational  unit  within  the 
institution. 

Restricted  Educational  and  General  (E&G)  Revenues.  Those  funds  available 
for  financing  operations  but  which  are  limited  by  donors  and  other  external 
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agencies  to  specific  purposes,  programs,  departments,  or  schools.  Externally 
imposed  restrictions  are  to  be  contrasted  with  internal  designations  imposed  by 
the  governing  board  on  unrestricted  funds. 

Salaries  (expenditures)*  Funds  expended  for  salaries  and  wages.  Includes  salaries 
and  wages  of  all  personnel,  full-  and  part-time  paid  through  each  functional 
account.  Does  not  include  expenditures  for  employee  fringe  benefits  or  for  College 
Work-Study  Programs. 

Scholarships  and  Fellowships  (expenditures).  Expenditures  given  in  the  form 
of  outright  grants  and  trainee  stipends  to  individuals  enrolled  in  formal  course- 
work,  either  for  credit  or  not,  L  ludes  Pell  Grants.  Includes  aid  to  students  in 
the  form  of  tuition  or  fee  remissions.  Excludes  those  remissions  that  are  granted 
because  of  faculty  or  staff  status.  Also  excludes  College  Work-Study  Program 
expenses. 

Institutional.  Expenditures  for  scholarships  and  fellowships  from  revenues 
generated  by  the  institution  such  as  tuition  and  fees  revenues,  endowment 
income,  sales  and  services  of  educational  activities,  and  other  sources. 

Other  Federal.  Expenditures  for  scholarships  and  fellowships,  excluding 
Pell  Grants,  received  from  federal  government  agencies. 

Private.  Expenditures  for  scholarships  and  fellowships  received  from  private 
sources  such  as  businesses,  foundations,  individuals  and  foreign  governments. 

State  and  Local.  Expenditures  for  scholarships  and  fellowships  provided 
by  state  and  local  governments. 

SHEP/Non-SHEP  Institutions.  SHEP  institutions  are  either  public  or  private 
nonprofit  and  must  have  awarded  at  least  one  associate  s  degree  in  1986-87.  These 
institutions  must  be  accredited  at  the  college  level  by  an  agency  recognized  by 
the  Secretary  of  Education.  All  other  institutions  are  considered  non-SHEP. 

State  and  Local  Appropriations  (revenues).  Dollars  appropriated  or  made 
available  by  state  and  local  governments  to  public  or  private  postsecondary  insti- 
tutions for  current  operating  expenses  not  for  specific  projects  or  programs. 
Grants  and  contracts  are  excluded.  Charges  for  room,  board,  and  other  services 
rendered  by  auxiliary  enterprises  are  not  included  here. 

State  and  Local  Grants  and  Contracts  (revenues).  Includes  revenues  from  state 
and  local  government  agencies  which  are  for  specific  research  projects  or  other 
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types  of  programs  such  as  student  aid.  Examples  are  research  projects,  training 
programs,  and  similar  activities  for  which  amounts  are  received  or  expenditures 
are  reimbursable  under  the  terms  of  a  government  grant  or  contract.  Includes 
indirect  costs  recovered. 

Student  Services  (expenditures).  Funds  expended  for  admissions,  registrar  ac- 
tivities, airi  activities  whose  primary  purpose  is  to  contribute  to  students'  emotional 
and  physical  well-being  and  to  their  intellectual,  cultural,  and  social  development 
outside  the  context  of  the  formal  instructional  program.  Examples  are  career 
guidance,  counseling,  fmanical  aid  administration,  and  student  health  services 
(except  when  operated  as  a  self-supporting  auxiliary  enterprise). 

Tuition  and  Fees  (revenues).  Charges  assessed  against  students  for  educational 
purposes.  Includes  tuition  and  fee  remissions  or  exemptions  even  though  there 
is  no  intention  of  collecting  from  the  student.  Includes  those  tuitions  and  fees 
that  are  remitted  to  the  state  as  an  offset  to  the  state  appropriation .  Excludes  charges 
for  room,  board,  and  other  services  rendered  by  auxiliary  enterprises. 
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2-Year  Institution.  Any  institution  that  awarded  an  associate's  degree,  or  a 
certificate,  or  diploma  in  a  program  of  at  least  2  but  less  than  4  years  in  length 
during  academic  year  1986-87. 

Undergraduate.  A  student  enrolled  in  a  4-year  or  5-year  bachelor's  degree  pro- 
gram, in  an  associate's  degree  program,  or  in  a  vocational  or  technical  program 
below  the  baccalaureate.

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Data  for  the  third  edition  of  the  SHEP  came  primarily  from  the  1986-87 
IPEDS  data  collection.  Data  were  derived  from  five  different  IPEDS  surveys: 
Fall  Enrollment  1986;  Faculty  Salaries  1985  (HEGIS)  and  1987;  Completions 
1986-87;  Finance  1986-87;  and  Institutional  Characteristics  1987.  In  addition 
to  IPEDS  data,  the  number  of  individuals  18  years  of  age  or  older  in  the  nation 
and  in  each  state  that  was  used  as  a  size  adjustment  for  certain  of  the  indicators 
in  the  report  were  obtained  from  the  U.S.  Census  Bureau's  Current  Population 
Survey,  August,  1989.  Data  on  state  appropriations  for  higher  education  that 
are  used  in  state  ranking  table  Y  were  obtained  from  the  Grapevine  summary 
tables  for  1987,  1988,  and  1989.  These  summary  tables  are  based  on  a  survey 
of  state  higher  education  fiscal  agencies  conducted  by  the  Center  for  Higher 
Education  at  the  University  of  Illinois.  This  section  briefly  describes  these 
surveys  and  their  data  collection  methodology. 

Since  a  given  statistic  in  the  SHEP  may  have  been  derived  from  more  than 
one  source,  this  section  also  provides  detailed  information  on  how  specific  data 
elements  were  treated  for  this  report,  relevant  analytic  methodology,  and  any 
caveats  that  might  affect  the  use  and  interpretation  of  the  data.  These  will  be 
included  under  the  data  element's  primary  source. 

Institutional  Characteristics,  1987-88 

Description  of  Survey  and  Methodology:  This  survey  makes  available  data  on  the 
characteristics  of  all  postsecondary  institutions  in  the  United  States  and  its  outly- 
ing territories.  It  is  the  only  universe  survey  in  the  IPEDS.  A  postsecondary  in- 
stitution is  defined  by  IPEDS  as  any  institution  that  is  open  to  the  general  public 
and  whose  primary  mission  is  to  provide  formal  instructional  programs  that  are 
designed  primarily  for  students  who  have  completed  the  requirements  for  a  high 
school  diploma  or  its  equivalent.  The  key  data  elements  collected  and  updated 
annually  include  such  vital  information  as  the  institution's  address,  control,  highest 
level  of  offering,  tuition  and  required  fees,  and  accreditation  status.  Responses 
to  items  on  this  survey  determine  which  of  the  IPEDS  surveys,  and  which  form 
of  a  survey,  an  institution  will  receive.  Thus,  this  survey  serves  as  the  basic  con- 
trol file  for  the  entire  IPEDS. 

The  1987  Institutional  Characteristics  survey  was  nailed  to  13,109  institu- 
tions in  August  1987.  Forms  were  sent  to  171  corporate  or  system  offices  that 
administer  two  or  more  postsecondary  institutions;  2,766  institutions  that  offer 
at  least  a  4-year  degree  or  award;  2,691  public  and  private  nonprofit  2-year 
institutions;  and  7,481  private  for-profit  2-year  schools  and  private  less-than- 
2-year  schools.  An  additional  500  IC  forms  were  mailed  to  schools  that  were 
identified  as  possible  additions  to  the  IPEDS  universe  between  September  1987 
and  January  1988. 
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Survey  responses  were  edited  for  internal  consistency,  but  no  imputation  for 
missing  surveys  or  items  was  attempted.  Extensive  followup  for  non-response 
was  conducted  between  January  15  and  April  15,  1988.  Non-responding  institu- 
tions were  called  and  key  data  elements  were  collected  using  a  Computer  Assist- 
ed Telephone  Interview.  As  part  of  the  IC  survey  process,  institutions  on  the  file 
that  do  not  fit  the  IPEDS  definition  of  a  postsecondary  institution  are  deleted, 
as  are  schools  that  have  closed  or  are  identified  as  implicates  on  the  file.  Addi- 
tionally, mere  is  an  intensive  effort  to  identify  schools  that  opened  during  the 
12-month  period  between  IC  surveys.  Thus,  the  response  rate  reflects  schools 
that  have  been  deleted  or  added  to  the  IC  survey  universe  and  is  calculated  as 
the  percentage  of  respondents  relative  to  all  in-scope,  non-deleted  institutions. 
Over  all  institutions  the  response  rate  for  the  1987  IC  survey  was  73.5  percent. 
A  summary  of  response  conditions  is  presented  below.

Completions,  1986-87 

Description  of  Survey  and  Methodology  :  Data  were  collected  on  the  number  of 
recognized  completions  in  academic,  vocation,  and  continuing  professional  edu- 
cation programs  between  July  1,  1986  and  June  30,  1987.  The  survey  requests 
data  by  degree  program  area,  specialty,  and  award  category  and  by  the  sex  and 
race/ethnicity  of  the  degree  recipient.  The  award  categories  include  certificates 
and  diplomas  that  are  reported  by  the  length  of  the  program  for  which  they  are 
awarded;  as  well  as  associate's,  bachelor's,  master's,  doctoral,  and  first-professional 
degrees. 

The  1986-87  Completions  Survey  was  mailed  to  7,073  institutions,  including  2,753 
schools  offering  at  least  a  bachelor's  degree.  2.987  schools  offering  a  degree  or 
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certificate  of  at  least  2  years  but  less  than  4  years,  and  1 333  schools  offering 
awards  of  less  than  2  years,  which  included  481  public  institutions,  and  a 
sample  of  852  private  nonprofit  and  private  for-profit  institutions. 

The  forms  were  mailed  out  between  August  3,  1987  and  August  13,  1987. 
The  survey  results  were  collected  from  October  1,  1987  through  September  9, 
1988.  Followup  for  non-response  began  in  November  1987  and  was  conducted 
by  letter  and  telephone.  The  Computer  Assisted  Telephone  Interview  (CATI) 
system  was  used  to  solicit  data  from  the  nonrespondents  in  the  sample  of 
private  Iess-than-2-year  schools  that  received  the  C3  survey.  Schools  were 
asked  to  provide  only  the  number  of  completions,  by  award  level  and  sex. 
Program  data  were  not  requested. 

During  editing,  all  forms  were  checked  for  CIP  code  validity  and  addition 
errors.  Total  lines  were  generated  and  compared  to  the  reported  totals  for 
each  2 -digit  program  category.  If  these  were  within  an  acceptable  range,  the 
generated  total  replaced  the  reported  tota1,  otherwise  institutions  were  contacted 
to  resolve  discrepancies.  Also,  data  from  higher  education  institutions  were 
checked  for  consistency  with  their  prior  year's  response. 

The  overall  response  rate  was  76.5  percent,  calculated  as  the  ratio  of  the 
number  of  completed  survey  forms  to  the  number  of  in-scope  institutions. 
A  summary  of  the  response  conditions  is  provided  below:

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An  institution's  highest  level  was  based  on  the  highest  level  of  degree 
awarded  in  the  1986-87  academic  year  as  reported  on  the  1986-87  Com- 
pletions Survey.  If  an  institution  did  not  respond  to  this  survey  or  did 
not  have  the  chance  to  respond  to  this  survey  because  it  was  not  part 
of  the  sample  of  less-than-2-year  private  institutions,  the  institution's 
report  of  its  highest  level  of  offering  on  the  1987  IPEDS  Institutional 
Characteristics  Survey  (a  universe  survey)  was  used.

1987  IPEDS  Institutional  Characteristics  Survey 
The  1986-87  academic  year  was  the  first  full  year  of  reporting  on  IPEDS 
forms.  Because  of  the  newness  of  the  forms,  there  was  substantial  incon- 
sistency in  reporting  institutional  characteristics  from  one  survey  form  to 
another  (e.g.,  from  the  1986  Institutional  Characteristics  Survey  to  the  1986 
Fall  Enrollment  Survey).  Since  the  IPEDS  Completions  Survey  defines  the 
level  of  institutions  used  in  SHEP  and  its  data  were  collected  late  in  the 

1986-  87  data  collection  cycle,  institutional  control  reported  on  this  survey 
was  considered  more  accurate  than  that  reported  on  the  earlier,  fall  surveys. 
Additionally,  its  data  were  more  consistent  with  the  1987-88  Institutional 
Characteristics  Survey;  therefore  the  1986-87  Completions  Survey  file 
(augmented  when  necessary  with  the  1987-88  Institutional  Characteristics 
Survey  file)  served  as  the  basis  for  the  1989  SHEP  universe

1987  IPEDS  Institutional  Characteristics  Survey 
Table  1  consists  of  all  postsecondary  schools  in  the  United  States.  It  excludes 
only  U.S.  service  schools.  It  divides  institutions  into  SHEP  institutions  and 
non-SHEP  institutions.  SHEP  institutions  are  either  public  or  private  non- 
profit and  must  have  awarded  at  least  one  associate  degree  in  1986-87  or 
must  have  indicated  that  an  associate's  degree  was  it  highest  level  on  the 

1987-  88  Institutional  Characteristics  Survey.  To  be  consistent  with  previous 
versions  of  SHEP  these  institutions  must  be  accredited  at  the  college  level 
by  an  agency  recognized  by  the  Secretary  of  Education  (HEGIS  insti- 
tutions). All  other  institutions  are  considered  non-SHEP.  Non-SHEP 
institutions  include  all  private  for-profit  institutions,  all  non-higher 
education  institutions,  and  any  institution  whose  highest  degree  awarded 
was  less  than  an  associates  degree. 
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Fall  Enrollment,  1986 


Description  of  survey  and  methodology:  This  survey  makes  available  estimates 
of  enrollment  in  the  fall  of  1986  for  all  postsecondary  education  institutions.  Data 
were  collected  from  all  4-  and  2-year  institutions  by  attendance  status,  level  of 
enrollment,  r*cc/etruiicity ,  and  sex .  In  addition,  the  4-year  schools  were  requested 
to  provide  enrollment  by  selected  fields  of  study.  For  Iess-tban-2-year  schools, 
enrollment  data  were  collected  by  mce/emnkity  and  sex.  The  survey  includes 
data  collected  from  all  institutions  of  higher  education  accredited  at  the  college 
level  by  an  agency  recognized  by  the  Secretary  of  Education  (these  institutions 
were  previously  surveyed  under  the  Higher  Education  General  Information  Sur- 
vey, or  HEGIS).  The  survey  form  was  sent  to  6,902  in-scope  postsecondary 
institutions  consisting  of:  (a)  5,901  4-year,  2-year  and  public  Iess-than-2-year 
institutions;  and  (b)  a  sample  of  1,001  private  less-than -2-year  institutions 
that  represent  the  6,371  such  institutions  in  the  IPEDS  universe. 

Forms  were  mailed  between  September  1,  1986  and  September  30,  1986. 
Surveys  were  received  from  November  I,  1986  through  September  15,  1987. 
Followup  for  non-response  was  started  on  March  9,  1987  by  telephone  and 
letter.  Schools  were  asked  to  provide  total  male  and  female  enrollments  or 
at  least  a  total  enrollment.  .Ml  forms  were  edited  for  addition  errors.  Data 
from  institutions  that  had  responded  to  the  1985-86  survey  (higher  education 
institutions)  were  checked  for  consistency  with  prior  year's  data.  Total  lines 
were  generated  and  compared  to  reported  totals.  If  differences  between  these 
were  within  an  acceptable  range,  the  generated  total  replaced  the  reported 
total.  Otherwise  institutions  were  contacted  to  resolve  discrepancies. 

Imputation  for  institutions  that  did  not  respond  o  provided  only  a  partial 
response  were  effected  by  prorating  prior  years'  rt  ported  data,  if  available. 
If  no  prior  data  were  available  (e.g.,  for  schools  new  to  the  IPEDS  universe), 
imputations  were  effected  by  matching  schools  based  on  sector  and  state,  and 
hot  decking  from  matched,  reporting  institutions. 

Reports  were  received  from  5,432  institutions  of  all  types  an  overall 
response  rate  of  78.7  percent  and  from  93.2  percent  of  the  higher  education 
institutions.  A  summary  of  response  conditions  is  presented  below:

1987  Institutional  Characteristics  Survey 
Table  1  includes  all  postsecondary  schools  found  in  the  IPEDS  1987-88 
Institutional  Characteristics  Survey.  To  determine  the  size  of  an  institution, 
1986  fall  enrollment  data  were  used  for  all  4-year,  2-year,  public  less- 
than-2-year  mstitutions,  and  the  sample  of  private  less-than-2-year  institu- 
tions from  which  fall  enrollment  data  had  been  collected.  For  non-sampled 
private  less-than-2-year  institutions  (and  any  other  institution  that  had  no  fall 
enrollment  data  reported  or  imputed  through  the  regular  survey  process)  to- 
tal enrollment  or  enrollment  totaled  over  the  institution's  three  largest  pro- 
grams reported  on  the  1987-88  Institutional  Characteristics  Survey  was 
used.  Once  an  enrollment  count  was  established  for  each  institution  in  the 
IPEDS  universe,  the  number  of  institutions  and  their  enrollments  were  ag- 
gregated by  control  and  level  separately  for  SHEP  institutions  and  non-SHEP 
institutions.  Mean  size  was  calculated  by  dividing  the  total  enrollment  in  a 
sector  by  the  number  of  institutions  having  an  enrollment  count.  If  an  insti- 
tution had  no  enrollment  count,  it  was  excluded  from  the  calculation  of  mean 
size,  but  included  in  the  total  count  of  institutions.

Full-time  equivalent  enrollment  (FTE)  reported  in  table  2  and  used  in  the 
calculation  of  financial  indicators  in  tables  6,  8,  and  9  was  imputed  for  all 
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SHEP  institutions  because  institutionally  reported  FTE  was  not  requested  on 
the  1986  Fall  Enrollment  Survey.  FTE  was  imputed  as  follows: 

For  each  institution  the  ratio  of  the  full-time  equivalent  of  part-time 
enrollment  reported  on  the  1985  Fall  Enrollment  Survey  to  the  part-time 
enrollment  reported  in  1985  was  calculated  separately  for  undergraduate, 
graduate,  and  first-professional  students. 

If  there  were  no  enrollment  data  for  an  institution  in  1985,  national 
ratios  for  all  institutions  with  1985  data  by  control  and  level  of  institution 
were  determined  and  used  as  that  institution's  ratio.  These  ratios  were 
multiplied  by  the  reported  1986  part-time  enrollment  to  obtain  an  estimate 
of  the  1986  full-time  equivalent  of  part-time  enrollment. 

Total  FTE  is  equal  to  the  sum  of  full-time  enrollment  and  the  full-time 
equivalent  of  part-time  enrollment  for  all  students.

The  numbers  of  students  by  control  and  level  of  institution  in  the  fall,  1986 
will  differ  somewhat  from  numbers  reported  in  other  NCES  publications  be- 
cause the  data  in  SHEP  are  summarized  by  updated  institutional  characteris- 
tics and  because  private  for-profit  higher  education  institutions  are  not  included 
as  SHEP  institutions. 


Salaries,  Tenure,  and  Fringe  Benefits  of  Full-time 
Instructional  Faculty,  1985-86 

Description  of  sur\>ey  and  methodology:  Data  were  collected  on  instructional 
faculty  employed  (including  those  under  contract  but  not  in  the  payroll  system) 
by  higher  education  institutions  as  of  October  1,  1985.  Only  full-time  instruc- 
tional faculty  on  9-  and  12-rnonth  salary  contracts  arc  included  in  the  survey. 
The  survey  collects  data  on  the  number  of  faculty  and  total  salary  outlays  by  faculty 
rank,  gender,  and  length  of  contract.  In  1985  the  survey  was  part  of  the  Higher 
Education  General  Information  Survey  (HEGIS)  and  was  thus  sent  only  to  higher 
education  institutions.  The  survey  form  was  sent  to  3,388  higher  education  insti- 
tutions and  their  branches.  Reports  were  received  from  2,952  institutions  ~ 
a  response  rate  of  87  percent.  Salary  data  for  nonresponding  institutions  and 
partial  responses  submitted  by  respondents  were  not  imputed. 
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Salaries,  Tenure  and  Fringe  Benefits  of  Full-time 
Instructional  Faculty,  1987-88 


Description  of  Methodology:  In  1987  the  Salary  Survey  was  mailed  to  5,133 
institutions;  2,557  were  sent  to  4-year  institutions;  2,111  were  sent  to  2-year 
institutions;  and  465  were  sent  to  less-than~2-ycar  institutions. 

The  salary  universe  was  developed  by  selecting  from  the  1989-90  IPEDS 
universe  that  subset  of  public  and  private  4-  and  2-year,  and  the  public  less- 
than-2-year  institutions  that  had  full-time,  salaried  faculty  who  were  not 
teaching  exclusively  in  a  preclinical  or  clinical  medical  program. 

The  forms  were  mailed  out  between  August  3*  1987  and  August  13,  1987. 
The  survey  results  were  collected  from  November  15,  1987  through  September 
15, 1988.  During  this  time  period  532  institutions  were  deleted  from  die  universe. 

The  overall  response  rate  was  calculated  as  the  ratio  of  the  number  of  com- 
pleted questionnaires  divided  by  the  number  of  in-scope  institutions.  A  summary 
of  response  conditions  is  provided  below:  Detailed  response  rates  for  the  1987 
Salary  Survey  are  available  in  table  C3.

Foilowup  for  non-response  was  started  on  March  9,  1988  by  telephone  and 
letter.  Data  were  edited  for  consistency  with  the  prior  year's  (1985)  data,  when 
available,  and  for  major  reporting  and  processing  errors.  Generated  totals 
were  compared  to  the  reported  totals.  If  differences  between  them  were  within 
an  acceptable  range,  generated  totals  replaced  reported  totals;  otherwise, 
institutions  were  contacted  to  resolve  discrepancies. 

Data  were  imputed  for  total  nonresponding  institutions,  only.  Partial 
responses  were  resolved  through  editing  procedures.  Two  procedures  were 
used  to  impute  data  for  nonresponding  institutions. 

To  impute  for  nonresponding  institutions  in  1987  that  had  reported  faculty 
data  in  1985,  the  rate  of  change  in  number  of  faculty  and  total  salary  outlays 
was  determined  for  institutions  of  the  same  level  and  control  and  in  the  same  region 
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that  had  reported  data  in  both  years.  Separate  rates  of  change  were  calculated 
for  faculty  on  9-  or  10-  and  11-  or  12-month  contracts.  These  rates  of  change 
were  then  applied  to  reported  1985-86  faculty  and  salary  data  for  each  academic 
rank  for  each  1987  nonrespondent. 

For  institutions  that  did  not  respond  to  the  1985-86  faculty  survey  a  modified 
hot  deck  procedure  was  used.  This  procedure  randomly  selected  a  responding 
institution  of  the  same  level  and  control  as  the  nonrespondent  and  applied  the 
selected  institution's  distribution  of  faculty  by  length  of  contract  and  rank  to  the 
estimated  total  number  of  faculty  of  the  nonresponding  institution.  The  total  num- 
ber of  faculty  (and  total  salary  outlays)  was  estimated  for  nonrespondents  by  de- 
termining the  nonrespondent's  expected  ratio  of  total  number  of  faculty  to  total 
FTE  students  enrolled  in  fall,  1987,  based  on  the  known  faculty  to  FTE  student 
ratio  in  reporting  institutions  of  the  same  level  and  control.  Tenure  status  was 
not  imputed,  nor  was  Part  B.

Because  there  was  no  IPEDS  salary  survey  in  1986  the  number  of  faculty 
in  the  fall  of  1986  was  totally  imputed  for  the  third  edition  of  SHEP.  To 
accomplish  this,  different  imputation  procedures  were  developed  and  used 
for  institutions  that  had  reported  data  in  both  1985  and  1987  and  for  institu- 
tions that  had  reported  or  imputed  data  in  1987  but  had  no  reported  data  in 
1985.  Institutions  that  did  not  report  or  were  not  imputed  for  in  1987  were 
not  included  in  table  4. 

Institutions  with  data  for  both  1985  and  1987.  For  each  survey  year,  1985-86 
and  1987-88,  instructors,  lecturers,  and  those  with  no  academic  rank  were 
collapsed  info  a  single  category  called  other  academic  rank.  The  number  of 
faculty  in  these  ranks  was  added  together  for  both  males  and  females  result- 
ing in  a  total  number  of  faculty  in  eight  categories:  professors,  associate 
professors,  assistant  professors,  and  other  rank  by  9-  or  10-month  and  1 1- 
or  12-month  contract.  Salary  outlays  were  summed  across  ranks  by  length 
of  contract  for  each  year. 

If  an  institution  reported  the  same  pattern  of  faculty  on  9-  or  10-month 
and  1 1-  or  12  -month  contracts  in  both  years  (i.e. ,  they  had  both  in  both  years 
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or  only  faculty  on  one  or  the  other  length  of  contract  in  both  years),  1986 
salary  outlays  and  number  of  faculty  were  calculated  by  adding  both  years* 
data  and  dividing  by  two  for  each  academic  rank. 

If  an  institution  had  a  different  pattern  of  faculty  on  9-  or  10-month  and 
1 1-  or  12-month  contracts  in  each  of  the  2  years,  salary  outlays  and  total 
faculty  number  were  combined  for  all  ranks  and  summed  across  length  of 
contract  for  both  1985  and  1987.  The  1986  total  salary  oudays  and  number 
of  faculty  were  then  determined  by  adding  both  years'  data  and  dividing  by 
two.  The  1986  totals  were  allocated  to  each  faculty  rank  by  each  length  of 
contract  by  multiplying  the  1987  salary  outlay  or  faculty  number  for  each 
faculty  rank  in  each  length  of  contract  by  the  ratio  of  the  1986  total  for  sa- 
lary outlay  or  number  of  faculty  to  the  1987  total  salary  outlay  or  faculty 
number.  For  example,  to  calculate  salary  outlays  in  1986  for  professors  on 
a  9-  or  10-month  contract: 

PROFSAL86=PROFSAL87  *  (TOTSAL86  /  TOTSAL87)  where: 
PROFS AL86= salary  outlays  for  professors  on  9/10  month  contract  in 
1986. 

PROFS  AL87  =  salary  outlays  for  professors  on  9/10  month  contract  in 
1987. 

TOTSAL86=*  salary  outlays  for  all  faculty  in  1986. 
TOTSAL87= salary  outlays  for  all  faculty  in  1987. 

Institutions  with  1987  hut  no  1985  salary  data:  For  newly  reporting  institu- 
tions in  1987  and  for  all  other  institutions  that  had  no  salary  data  in  1985, 
but  had  reported  or  imputed  data  in  1987,  1987  salary  outlays  and  number 
of  faculty  were  adjusted  to  1986  levels  by  determining  the  rate  of  change 
in  these  parameters  between  1986  and  1987  for  institutions  of  the  same  con- 
trol, level  and  state.  This  rate  of  change  was  calculated  by  taking  the  ratio 
of  the  imputed  1986  values  aggregated  by  institutional  control,  level  and  state 
to  the  reported  1987  values.  A  separate  rate  of  change  was  calculated  for 
each  faculty  rank,  by  length  of  contract. 

If  the  rate  of  change  for  any  institutional  sector  within  a  state  could  not 
be  calculated  then  the  rate  of  change  for  the  Nation  for  that  institutional  sec- 
tor was  substituted. 

Then,  1986  salary  outlays  and  faculty  numbers  for  imputed  or  new  insti- 
tutions were  adjusted  by  multiplying  their  1987  data  by  the  rate  of  change 
of  that  institution's  control,  level,  and  state  for  each  academic  rank. 
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The  table  below  indicates  the  number  of  institutions  by  institutional  control 
and  level  (SHEP  class)  that  had  data  in  both  1985  and  1987,  the  number  that 
had  data  only  in  1987  and  the  number  that  had  data  only  in  1985.

Description  of  Survey  and  Methodology:  The  1987  Finance  Survey,  is  the  first 
Finance  Survey  to  be  conducted  under  IPEDS,  This  survey  collects  data  on  mul- 
tiple aspects  of  institutional  finance.  Three  of  the  several  parts  of  the  Finance 
Survey  were  used  in  the  third  edition  of  SHEP:  restricted,  unrestricted  and  total 
current  operating  revenues  by  the  source  of  the  revenue  (a  subset  of  current  oper- 
ating revenues  are  education  and  general,  or  . . .  t  E&G  revenues,  part  A);  res- 
tricted* unrestricted  and  total  current  operating  expenditures  by  expenditure 
function  (a  subset  of  current  operating  expenditures  are  E&G  expenditures,  part 
B);  total  expenditures  for  salaries  by  E&G  expenditure  function  (part  B);  and 
scholarship  and  grant  expenditures  by  source  (part  E). 

Data  collected  through  the  Fiscal  Year  1987  Finance  Survey  represent  the 
universe  of  12*823  postsecondary  institutions  in  the  United  States  ami  its  outly- 
ing areas  in  operation  in  Fiscal  Year  1987.  The  universe  of  postsecondary  edu- 
cation institutions  was  determined  by  the  1986 IPEDS  Institutional  Oiaracteristics 
QQ  Survey .  Using  the  IC  master  list  of  institutions,  the  Finance  Survey  was  mailed 
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to  7,070  postsecondary  institutions,  representing  the  universe  of  all  4-year,  2-year 
public  and  private  nonprofit,  Iess-than-2~year  public  institutions,  and  a  sample 
of  2-year  for-profit  and  less-than-2-ycar  private  institutions.  A  summary  of 
response  conditions  is  provided  below.  Detailed  response  rates  by  state  and  in- 
stitutional control  and  level  are  available  in  table  C4.

Foilowup  for  non-response  on  the  1986-87  Finance  survey  was  started  on  Janu- 
ary 1 1 ,  1988  by  telephone  and  letter.  Nonresponding  institutions  were  ^sked  to 
provide  current  funds  revenues  and  expenditures  by  major  category,  or  at  least 
total  current  funds  revenues  and  expenditures  (if  contacted  by  telephone.)  Data 
were  inspected  for  major  reporting  and  processing  errors;  however,  editing  was 
limited  to  correcting  line  and  column  addition.  Generated  sums  were  compared 
to  the  reported  totals  and  replaced  the  reported  totals  in  all  cases  when  there  was 
a  difference*  Institutions  were  contacted,  as  time  permitted,  to  resolve  major 
reporting  discrepancies.  Prior  year  data  comparisons,  for  consistency  of  report- 
ing, were  available  for  selected  data  items  and  higher  education  institutions  that 
had  reported  in  FY  1985-86. 

Total  imputation  depended  upon  the  source  of  available  data  for  calculating 
total  1986-87  educational  and  general  (E&G)  expenditures; 

(1)  If  the  institution  reported  data  on  both  the  1985-86  and  1987-88  Finance 
Surveys,  1986-87  total  E&G  expenditures  were  calculated  by  taking  Ac  aver- 
age of  die  2  years*  values.  As  nonmandatory  transfers  data  were  not  collect- 
ed in  FY  86,  this  item  was  subtracted  out  from  the  1987-88  total  E&G 
expenditures  prior  to  calculating  the  average  value,  and  no  imputation  was 
performed  on  this  item.  The  change  from  1985-86  total  E&G  expenditures 
to  the  calculated  1986-87  total  E&G  was  then  applied  as  a  factor  to  all  data 
items  common  to  both  the  198S-86  and  1986-87  surveys. 

For  those  data  items  not  requested  in  1985-86,  the  national  average  propor- 
tion of  that  data  item  to  the  line  total  for  the  institution's  control  and  level 
was  calculated  and  multiplied  by  the  national  average  value.  In  Part  E,  ex- 
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pcnditures  for  scholarships  and  grants  by  source,  sources  other  than  Pell  grants 
were  not  requested  in  1985-86  so  these  were  not  imputed. 

(2)  If  no  1987-88  reported  data  were  available,  the  percentage  change  in  to- 
tal E&G  expenditures  from  1985-86  to  1986-87  was  calculated  by  b^titu- 
tiooal  control  and  level  using  data  from  all  institutions  reporting  in  both  years. 
The  same  process  described  above  was  performed  for  these  institutions. 

(3)  Nonresponding  institutions  in  1985-86  were  sorted  into  hot  deck  groups 
formed  as  a  combination  of  control,  highest  degree  granted,  geographic 
region,  state  (if  public),  and  presence  of  a  medical  (M.D. ,  D.D.S.,  D.V.M., 
O.D.  degree)  or  medical-related  (chiropractic,  optoraetric,  or  podiatric) 
school.  A  donor  school  was  selected  from  the  same  hot  deck  group  as  the 
nonresponding  institution.  Fall  Enrollment  data  from  1986  were  used  to  com- 
pute a  full-time  equivalent  enrollment  (FTE)  figure  for  both  the  nonresponding 
institutions  and  its  matched  institution.  The  total  FTE  (full-time  equivalent) 
ratio  from  the  donor  institution  to  the  recipient  institution  was  computed. 
The  resulting  factor  was  multiplied  by  the  donor  institution's  actual  value 
for  those  revenue  and  expenditure  items  which  enrollment  directly  affects: 
tuition  and  fees,  government  appropriations,  grants  and  contracts,  auxiliary 
operations,  instruction,  student  services  and  scholarship  and  fellowship  ex- 
penditures. All  other  items  on  the  recipient's  record  were  taken  without  ad- 
justment from  the  donor  record.  This  process  was  repeated  for  every  data 
item  in  Parts  A,  B,  and  E, 

Item  imputation  was  performed  prior  to  imputing  for  nonresponding  institutions. 

Education  and  General  Revenues  and  Expenditures 

(Tables  5-8)

To  be  consistent  with  previous  versions  of  SHEP,  Pell  Grant  expenditures 
were  excluded  from  scholarship  and  fellowship  expenditures  reported  in  ta- 
bles 7  and  8,  and  excluded  from  federal  grants  and  contracts  reported  in  ta- 
bles 5  and  6.  Also,  non-mandatory  expenditures  was  excluded  from  E&G 
expenditures  in  tables  6  and  8. 

Adjusted  Education  and  General  Revenues  and  Expenditures 

(tables  6,8,  and  9)

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Calculations  of  E&G  revenues  or  expenditures  per  full-time  equivalent  stu- 
dent included  only  those  institutions  that  had  a  reported  or  imputed  non-zero 
value  for  total  E&G  revenues  and  also  had  a  non-zero  value  for  1986  full- 
time  equivalent  enrollment.  Calculations  of  E&G  revenues  or  expenditures 
per  full-time  faculty  include  only  those  institutions  that  had  a  reported  or 
imputed  non-zero  value  for  E&G  revenues,  expenditures,  and  number  of  full- 
time  faculty. 

Scholarship  and  Fellowship  Expenditures  per  FTE 

(tables  8  and  9) 

Source:   Finance  Survey,  1986-87 

The  scholarships  and  fellowships  expenditures  per  FTE  student  in  tables  8 
and  9  are  not  equivalent  for  two  reasons.  First,  scholarship  and  fellowship 
expenditures  per  FTE  student  shown  in  table  8  were  calculated  by  subtract- 
ing Pell  Grant  expenditures  from  the  total  scholarship  and  fellowship  expen- 
ditures reported  in  Part  B  of  the  1987  Finance  Survey.  In  table  9,  scholarship 
and  fellowship  expenditures  per  FTE  student  were  calculated  from  Part  E 
of  the  1987  Finance  Survey,  expenditures  for  scholarships  and  grants  by 
source  of  expenditure.  Total  expenditures  for  scholarships  and  grants  per 
FTE  derived  from  table  9  would  include  Pell  grant  expenditures. 

Secondly,  for  non-responding  institutions  whose  finance  data  were  imputed 
using  their  previously  reported  FY  1986  data,  other  federal,  state,  and  in- 
stitutional expenditures  in  Part  E  were  not  imputed  since  these  items  were 
not  collected  in  the  1986  Finance  Survey.  Pell  grant  expenditures  were  col- 
lected in  1986  and  were  imputed.  These  institutions  were  included  in  table 
8  but  were  excluded  from  the  calculation  of  sources  of  scholarship  and  fel- 
lowship expenditures  per  FTE  for  all  sources  except  those  from  Pell  Grants 
in  table  9.  On  the  other  hand,  for  non-responding  institutions  whose  finance 
data  were  imputed  from  the  1987  finance  data  of  a  similar,  randomly  select- 
ed, responding  institution  through  a  hot-deck  methodology,  items  in  Part  E 
were  fully  imputed  and  these  institutions  were  included  in  calculations  of 
scholarship  and  fellowship  expenditures  for  all  sources. 


State  Appropriations  for  Higher  Education,  1986-87 

Description  of  Survey  and  Methodology:  Data  were  collected  for  sums  of  state 
appropriated  (not  expended)  funds  from  tax  dollars  for  annual  operating  expenses 
of  higher  education  immediately  after  legislative  appropriations  were  enacted  for 
each  of  the  50  states. 
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Data  were  collected  for  the  total  appropriated  for  1)  statewide  coordinating 
boards  or  governing  boards  (for  board  expenses  or  for  allocation  by  the  board 
to  other  institutions,  or  both);  2)  state  aid  to  local  public  community  colleges; 
3)  operation  of  state-supported  community  colleges;  4)  operation  of  vocational 
technical  2-year  colleges  or  institutions  which  are  predominantly  for  high  school 
graduates  and  adult  students;  5)  higher  education,  but  appropriated  to  another 
state  agency  (Examples:  funds  for  faculty  fringe  benefits  may  be  appropriated 
to  the  state  treasurer  and  disbursed  by  that  office;  certain  funds  for  medical  and 
health  education  for  disbursement  from  there);  6)  state  scholarships  or  other  stu- 
dent financial  aid;  and  7)  private  institutions  of  higher  education  at  all  levels. 
Excluded  were  appropriations  for  capital  outlays  and  debt  service,  and  appropri- 
ations derived  from  federal  sources,  student  fees,  auxiliary  enterprises,  and  other 
non-tax  sources. 

The  survey  form  was  sent  to  a  higher  education  fiscal  agency  in  each  of  the  50 
states  and  the  District  of  Columbia.  Reports  were  received  from  all  of  the  states 
for  the  1986-87,  1987-88.  and  1988-89  surveys. 
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The  appropriations  data  include  revisions  received  by  the  Center  for  Higher 
Education  as  of  June  1,  1990.
